Washington, June 5.—(Special.)—The sugar 
schedule has safely run the gauntlet of the 
senate, not finally, so far as that body is 
concerned, for by a parliamentary fiction 
the senate did not today act as thesenate 
but as a committee of the whole senate. 
So the eutire schedule will have to be voted 
on again formatly in the senate. The re- 
sult of the votes taken today, however, 
practically settles the matter. They mean 


that the tariif billas amended by the finance ‘ 


committee will pass the senate and go tos 
‘the house and conference. 

The riddle of the tariff sphinx was read 
today. Senator Hill voted against his party 
when he voted at all. His defection was 
made up by the votes of Allen and Kyle, 
the Nebraska and South Dakota populists. 
Peffer voted steadily with the republicans. 

The talk is revived that an attempt will 
be made when the bill comes into the house, 
to induce that body to accept the senate 
amendments and so prevent the delay and 
inevitable changes that will result from a 
conference. This attempt can only succeed 
by unanimous consent, and that will not 
be accorded. There will be a conference on 
the bill and it is impossible at this time 
to form anything like a correct idea of 
what the outcome of the conference will 
be. It is believed in well informed circles, 
however, that the bill will be substantially 
as it passes the senate. 

The fact is the senate has had more to 
do with the form and substance of tariff 
acts than the house for many years. This 
was the case with the tariff of 1883 and with 
the McKinley law.

| Vebate in the House Yesterday on the 


Mill. 

Washington, June 6.—Immediately after 
the routine morning business of the house, 
Mr. Catchings reported from the commit- 
tee on rules an order respecting ,the further 
consideration of the bill to repeal the state 
bank tax. It provided for discussion 
throughout today’s session, under the five- 
minute rule, the vote on pending amend- 
ments and passage to be taken immediate- 
ly after the assembling of the house to- 
morrow. 

Leave to print remarks on the bill was 
granted to all members, the privilege to 
extend over a period of ten days. 

After a short debate between Mr. Reed 
and Mr. Catchings, the resolution was 


‘agreed to—93 to 71. 


Mr. Springer presented the substitute of 
the committee on banking and currericy for 
the original Brawley bill, as follows: 

“That the operation of sections 3412 and 
#13, Revised Statutes, and sections 1920 and 
Y21, of the act to amend existing cus- 
toms and internal revenue laws, and for 
other purposes, approved February 8, 1875, 
and all other sections of said Revised B8tat- 
utes, and all acts and parts of acts impos- 
ing a tax of 10 per cent on the amount of 
certain notes when used for circulation and 
paid out, be and are hereby suspended as 
to any such notes which were originally 
issued between August 1, 1893, and October 
15, 1893; and no such tax shall be collected 
on the amount of any such notes; provided, 
that nothing herein shall suspend the oper- 
ction of such acts as to the tax on amount 
of any such notes paid out and used for 
circulation after January 1, 1894.” 

Mr. Cox offered his amendment, repealing 
all laws and parts of laws which impose a 
tax upon state bank circulation. 

Mr. Bowers, republican, of California, 
said the bill was intended as a premium 
upon the violation of law; a notation to 
the banks that, having made their pile the 
penalty of the law would not be enforced 
against them for subsequent violations, 
and a notice to the country that the New 
York banks, like the New York newspapers, 
were to run the government, 

Mr. Grow, republican, of Pennsylvania, 
said a national bank was just as much a 
local bank as though it had been chartered 
by a state. 

Mr. Livingston’s Views. 

Mr. Livingston, democrat, of Georgia, 
said the 10 per cent tax law should be re- 
pealed, because it was intended as a meas- 
ure of protection to the national bank sys- 
tem, and that system is no longer needed. 

Mr. Talbert, of South Carolina, said he 
would vote for the Brawley bill and for the 
repeal of the 10 per cent tax for the reason 
that the latter was in the democratic plat- 
form. For him, he said, party platforms 
were made, not only to get in on but to 
stand on after he gotin. Gentiemen who 
cameé~ into. the house after having been 
elected on a democratic platform and re- 
pudiated the platform, “spreading them- 
selves over the face of the earth and not 
knee-deep anywhere,’’ need not be sur- 
prised if the people repudiated them and 
the democratic party. 

Mr. (Quigg, republican, of New York, 
spoke against the proposition to repeal the 
existing tax on state bank issues. 

Mr. Hartcr, democrat, of Ohio, desired 
an hour in which to present his reasons why 
the state bank tax should be repealed; and 
Mr. Cox, democrat, of Tennessee. asked 
that some gentiemen on the other side be 
accorded the same privilege. Objections 
were made, however, and Mr. Harter de- 
clined to proceed, saying he had no ambition 
to rise simply to have his remarks extended 
in The Record. 

Mr. Lane, democrat, of Illinois, said he 
was a hard-money man, but, believing that 
all execpt gold and silver was make-believe 
money only, he desired to bear.witness to 
the fact that the paper money, however, 
of the United States was the’ best in the 
world. It was a fallacy tod assert that 
the money was issued by banks; it was is- 
sued by this government, through the banks. 
Mr. Lane said a man who happened to have 
a state or county bond had no-more right 
to issue notes upon that security than he 
had to issue them upon the security of 400 
acres of good farm land. 

Mr. Broderick, republican, of Kansas, said 
the bill was obnoxious; it was class legis- 
lation of the worst sort. If the:tax was a 
good thing when passed it should be en- 
torced until the law had been repealed, 

The arrangement sought to be made earl- 
ier by Mr. Cox was then agreed to. The 
last two hours, from 8 to 5 o'clock, were 
divided between the two sides—Mr. Harter 
te occupy an hour in favor of the repeal 
of the state bank tax, and Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, to control an hour in opposition te 
the repeal. 

Mr. Campbell, democrat, -of New York, 
read a letter from Conrad N, Jordan, ex- 
United States treasurer and president of 
the Western National bank, of New York, 
favoring the repeal of the bank tax law. 

Mr. Gear, republican, of lowa, gave @ 
leaf or two from his personal: experiences 
with the issues of state banks in ante-war 
times as reasons why, in his opinion, the 
people of the country would not return will- 
ingly to that system of currency. 

Mr. Harter said that the trouble with 
the country was not that it suffered from 
an insufficient volume of currency, but 
from the quality of the currency, its in- 
flexibility and inability to perform prompt- 
ly the purposes of money at the places 
where it was needed. A new system was 
essential to renewed and continued prosper- 
ity of the country and his belief was that 
if a proper system of state banks was es- 
tablished, by the end of the century the 
country would do its business upon a vol- 
ume of currency of less per capita than 
the volume of currency today. Speaking 
of the work accomplished by the state 
banks in the past, Mr. Harter said the goy- 
ernment never had such a friend nor such 
an efficient ally as the state banks of 1860. 
They were stronger than the government, 
maintaining gold payments long after the 
latter had suspended. The national bank- 
ing system, he said, was based upon the 
state banks, but unfortunately for the 
country since, the best features of the 
state banks had not been taken in establish- 
ing national banks. 

A Hit at Bland. 

In conclusion, Mr. Harter pleaded with 
the republicans, upon patriotic grounds, to 
vote for the repeal of the tax law, assert- 
ing that with the accomplishment of that 
purpose would disappear the greenback 
craze and the free silver craze, 

Mr. Bland, democrat, of Missouri—Not a 
bit of it. 

Mr. Harter—I want to say that no man 


on the floor of the house gives up so much 
in voting for this bill as does the gentle- 
man from Missouri—a candidate for the 
presidency. (Cheers and applause.) The 
moment he votes for this bill his platform 
disappears’ from beneath his feet never 
more to appear. (Laughter a ad applause.) 
Mr. Newlands, populist, of Nevaaa, said 
the disease which was sought to be reime- 
died by the proposed legislation was a 
world-wide d sease, due to the fail.ng prices;

‘WAR OF THE MINERS | 


Thousands Are Idle and the Output 
of Coal Is Limited, 


In Half a Dozen States They Are 
Armed and Threatening. 


MOVEMENT QF CARS I$ STOPPED 


Railroads Have to Discontinue Trains Be- 
cause ‘here Is No Fuel for the Locomo- 
tives—Con erences Recommended, 


Wheeling, W. Va., June 5.—The miners at 
Bridge No. 3, on the Cleveland, Lorraine 
and Wheeling, west of Bridgeport, were 
again heavily reinforced today, and now 
number over one thousand. There is’ no 
ricting, but the men are as determined as 
ever that no coal trains will be hauled. 
Over 2,000 cars of Monogahela coal are 
blocked in the Benwood and MeMechen 
yards on account of the Cleveland, Lorraine 
and Wheeling tie-up. a: 

The Belmont county miners made a bold 
move last night, when several stopped a 
coal train on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, at Franklin station. A large number 
of miners are congregated there today, and 
Sheriff Scott is now on the scene. 

The feur thousand miners in Belmont 
county have reached the desperation point, 
and no peaceable appeal will likely avail. 
The stoppage of the Baltimore and Ohio 
shuts off the last channel for the shipment 
of West Virginia coal to the lakes. 

An attempt was made to blow 
Yochum’s mines, east of this place, 
night. The damage was slight. 

Two Were Wounded. 

Charleston, W. Va., June d.—Reports that 
four non-union miners were killed from am- 
bush last night at Powellton are exag- 
gerated. Two men, Engineer Smith ané 
John Brandon, were badly wounded and 
the latter may die. Marshal Vinson left 
for the scene of the trouble today and 
three companies of militia are ready to 
move at any moment should any more 
trouble occur. 

Troops for Cumberland. 

Baltimore, Md., June 5.—Sheriff King, of 
Allegany county, having notified the gov- 
ernor this morning that the turbulence in 
the mining fields is assuming an alarming 
phase, has ordered the Fourth and Fifth 
regiments to assemble and be in readiness 
to move at a moment’s notice. 

The Resolutions Adopted. 

Columbus, O., June 6.—The miners’ na- 
tional strike committee adopted the follow- 
ing resolution at 10 o’clock tonight, after 
being in executive session since 10 o'clock 
this morning: 

“Whereas, it is evident that a national 
convention of miners and operators cannot 
be had for the purpose of elfecting a gen- 
eral settlement of the present differences 
over mining rates to be paid for the next 
year, and, whereas, the operators in nearly 
all the districts have expressed a willing- 
ness to meet within their respective mining 
districts the representatives of the miners 
for the purpose of adjusting said prices, 

‘“nesolved, That we, the members of the 
national executive committee and the dis- 
trict presidents, to whom was delegated 
the power to act for the miners at the 
last convention of the United Mine Workers 
of America, declare our willingness to meet 
with the operators of the mines in the 
various districts, to attempt and if possible 
effect a settlement of mining prices. 

‘‘Resolved, That the conferences of repre- 
sentatives of “the miners and operators of 
the different divisions be arranged for and 
held not later than Saturday, June 9th. 
The following conferences will be held on 
that date: Central and northern Pennsyl- 
vania, at Altoona; western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and eastern Lllinois, at Colum- 
bus, O; central and southern lilinois, at 
East St. Louis; Kentucky and Tennessee, at 
Jellico; Arkansas, indian Territory, Mis- 
souri and Kansas, at Kansas City; lowa, 
at Oskaloosa; Butler, Beaver, Lawrence and 
Mercer counties, Pennsylvania, at Mercer 
courthouse; Latrobe, Penn., at Latrobe; 
Ohio river mines, at Pomeroy; northeast 
Kentucky, at Central City, and Maryland, 
at time and place to be agreed upon 
locally.’’ 

The resolution was opposed by both 
President McBride and Secretary McBryde. 
Inasmuch as they have all along declared 
that they would consent only to a national 
settlement of the strike, the resolution 
looks very much like a confession that the 
miners are beaten. 

Laying Off the I'reights. 

Toledo, ©O., June 5.—The Ohio Central 
railrcad discontinued its entire freight ser- 
vice today from lack of fuel, and within 
three days will have to stop passenger 
traffic, if no coal can be had. The Lake 
Shore road has laid off nine freights on 
three divisions, and is burning cord wood 
and old ties in freight locomotives. 

e Still Sidetracking Cars. 

Cambridge, O., June 5.—Bitesville, Point 
Pleasant and Traile Run miners held a 
mass meeting at Scott's mines, four miles 
east of here today. They stopped a Balti- 
more and Ohio coal train and sidetracked 
the coal. Sheriff Mason left for the seat of 
war at 6 o’clock. Trouble is expected. 

Fighting the Non-Unionists. 


McKeesport, Pa., June 5.—This evening 
when the National tube works men, who 
have taken the places of strikers, came 
out they were met by a mob of several 
thousand. Many of the workmen returned 
within the enclosure, but a number at- 
tempted to get to their homes. These were 
set upon by the strikers and terribly beaten. 
The entire police force were on duty, but 
they were powerless. As far as known, no 
one was killed, but several were badly in- 
jured. One man started up Fifth avenue, 
ana a mob of fully 1,000 gave chase. He 
jumped on an electric car, but the mob 
surrounded the car and, pulung down the 
trolley, cut the wires. The cars soon stopped 
running. About 9 o’clock the mob sur- 
rounded the works, and they are now in 
possession of the plant. The sheriff has 
been called upon, and 200 deputies will leave 
for the scene on the first train. The mob 
has heard that the deputies are coming, 
and threats are made that they will kiil 
them. The wildest excitement prevails 
throughout the city, and thousands of 
strikers and their friends are on the streets. 
Whenever a non-union man is seen, a rush 
for him is made. If he is caught, he is 
given a thorough drubbing. 

; Negroes at Work. 

Scottdale, Pa., June 5.—One hundred and 
seventy-five negroes were brought here this 
evening and sent to the Standard and Cen- 
tral works of the Frick Coke Company. 
Most of them were accompanied by their 
families. Some of the labor leaders board- 
ed the train and tried to induce them to 
join the strike. This they refused to do. 

The negroes who arrived at Painter this 
morning worked today, though that plant 
was surrounded by 800 strikers, who have 
establised a camp in an adjoining field. 
There are forty armed deputies on guard 
and Superintendent Brennan expresses 4

QUIET AT CRIPPLE CREEK. 


A Conference Hesuits in an Agree- 

ment. 

Denver, Col,, June 5.—The strike at Crip- 
ple Creek was settled at a late hour last 
night. A conference began at 8 o'clock 
and at it Governor Waite announced that 
he was authorized to act for the miners. 
Only one point caused serious complica- 
tions, the allowance of lunch time, the 
miners demanding thirty minutes. The ar- 
ticles of agreement, as adopted, provide 
that the miners shall work eight hours, 
with twenty minutes for luncheon; that 
they be paid the rate of 8% a day and that 
the mine owners shall not. discriminate 
against either union or non-union - men. 
After the conference the governor issued 
@ proclamation calling on the men to lay 
down their arms. The state militia will be 
sent to Cripple Creek to assist the sheriff 
in preserving order. 

Called in ‘Their Pickets. 

The arbitration agreement was read to 
the miners today by Alexander McIntosh, 
the state organizer for the miners’ union. 
Alj the miners on Bull hill immediately laid 
dewn their arms and pickets were called 
into camp and the fortifications were aban- 
doned. There is general rejoicing here to- 
night over the settlement of the strike, 
flags and other decorations being seeh on 
every hand. 

Still Dissatisfied. 

Denver, Col., June 5.—It is considered 
doubtful if the mine owners at Colorado 
Springs will consent to the arbitration 
agreement entered into last night between 
Hagerman, Moffatt and Governor Waite. 
They state that they will have nothing to 
do with it until their property is returned 
to them... The sheriff continues to send men 
© the front at Cripple Creek. The miners 
state that they will continue fortifications 
until President Calderwood, of their union, 
arrives. Thus the situation is practically 
the same. 

The Trouble in indiana. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 5.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Robbins arrived here this forenoon 
from the scene of the coal strikes. He was 
called home by the governor for the purpose 
of consulting him as to the best course to 
pursue. Governor Matthews said today: 

“The trouble now lies in Sullivan county, 
Judge Briggs wires me that he has ap- 
pointed Captain Briggs to take the sheriff's 
place there. He will try to arrest and pros- 
ecute every leading agitator and try to 
make it as unpleasant for them as possible. 
Hanging is too good for men who will try 
to blow up cars containing women and 
children. Such men need expect no leni- 
ency.”’ 

“Do you expect to have to declare martial 
law in Sullivan county?’ 

“No, but it will be necessary if the troyple 
continues. The militia will stay there six 
months if required. The state has under- 
teken to put down this trouble and it will 
be done withour fail. In the gubernatorial 
yocabulary there is no such word as fail.”’

TRAIN WRECKERS’ WORK. 


A Passenger ‘Train Goes Down an Em- 
bankment. « 

St. Louis, June 5.—Passenger train No. 5, 
of the Mobile and Ohio railroad, which left 
here at 8:30 o’clock last night, was derailed 
at Swiss Junction, twelve miles south of 
here, at 9:45 o’clock last night. The wreck 
is due to the dastardly work of a gang of 


-g@éundrels whose evident purpose was rob- 


bery. A rail was torn loose from the ties, 
The train was running at a high speed when 
it struck the spot. The engine was thrown 
down a twenty-five foot embenkment. The 
baggage and express cars were broken in 
pieces. Robert Collins, fireman, was 
crushed to death on his locomotive. No 
passengers were injured. 

A wrecking train with physicians left at 
9:45 o'clock p. m. from East St. Louis and 
soon cleared the tracks. The police ar- 
rested Richard Magel, of this city, on sus- 
picion of causing the wreck. He was seen 
at the wreck acting in a suspicious man- 
ner. He claimed to have discovered the re- 
moval of the rail while walking along the 
track and did everything in his power. tc 
stop the train. 

THE WIKK MAN’S ‘TESTIMONY. 
He Sayre ‘he Mail and Express Article 
Was False. 


Washington, June 5.—The committee in- 
vestigating the sugar trust gave out tonight 
the testimony of Walter Gaston, the wire 
manufacturer who occupied the room next 
to Mr. Terrell at the Arlington hotel, and 
upon whose statement to a congressman 
was based the article in The New York 
Mail and Express, which is one of the 
topics considered by the committee. The 
article was read to Gaston and he said: 

“With the exception of the fact that I was 
in the room; that I overheard a conversa- 
tion on sugar; that I told a congressman 
next morning from what I had heard that 
I did not believe the Wlison bill would 
pass, nor any other tariff unless a better 
pill-—it is absolutely manufactured out of 
whole cloth—absolutely false from begin- 
ning to end. In telling this congressman 
(we had confidential relations together for 
some time) I yold him this in pure con- 
fidence, without giving him details. I told 
him that no senator had been in the room. 
I mentioned nobody’s name. I simply told 
him that from a sugar conversation the 
night before in an adjoining room J did 
not believe the Wilson bill would pass, hor 
any tariff bill unless a much more favorable 
bill for the various industries of the coun- 
try was framed. That I will admit.” 

He Was Right, Too. 


Being asked as to why he thought the 
bill would be defeated, he said: 

“The interest of one on the tariff mat- 
ters should be the interest of all, and I 
knew, or I thought I knew, that the sugar 
men could not get it all and that it would 
have to be live and let live, as it is in 
all of these matters. Therefore, if the sugar 
men were better taken care of the other 
schedules would be better taken care of. 
That was my imference, and it was not an 
unnatural one.’’ 

Senator Allen—I understood you to say 
awhile ago that you knew the gugar trust 
had it in their power to defeat this bill 
if not satisfactory to the— 

Mr. Gaston—Yes, sir. ‘ 

Senator Allen—What do you mean by 
that? 

Mr. Gaston—I mean this: There are two 
senators from Louisiana, and in Louisiana 
there ig a bounty of 2 cents on sugar. The 
sugar interest, naving certain senators 
representing it, in the closeness of the 
vote in the senate, of course, there is not 
a very great margin you Know. There is 
Senator Hill and Senator Murphy and Sen- 
ator Smith in opposition to the income 
tax. 

He went on and stated in a general way 
he thought the various senators who would 
not iike certain features of the bill would 
combine with the sugar interest and de- 
feat the bill. This he inferred; he did not 
know anything about it. 

He did not give the name of the congress- 
man he had told of the conversation and 
was given until tomorrow to decide whether 
the congressman's name should be given to 
the: committee. - 


Lyncabvarg Endorses the Fair. 
Lynchburg, Va., June 5.—(Special.)}—The 
city of Lynchburg, one of the greatest to- 
bacco markets and a leading jobbing cen- 
ter, through its board of trade, gave Colonel 
Avery a hearing today and adopted resolu-

Mississippi White Caps Are Hiding Out 
to Escape Arrest. 


AFFAIRS ARE SERIOUS IN MARION 


The People Are Under a Severe 
Strain and Predict Bloodshed. 


BE RESENTENCED 


PURVIS IS TO 


It Is Doubtful If He Escapesthe Gallows 
Again—Dr. Goss.tne Leader, Is in 
Jail Awaiting Trial. 


Purvis, Miss., June 5.—(Special.)There are 
at present hiding in the bushes around the 
little interior village of Columbia, thirty- 
four miles in the piney woods country, 
about eighty whitecaps, all armed to the 
teeth. They are said to be holding coneul- 
tations among themselves, endeavoring to 
decide the best method to pursue in order 
to rid themselves of prosecution at this 
special term of court. The sheriff, who has 
been furnished with the names of about 250 
of this lawless band, is unable to find them 
at their respective homes, and he has been 
informed that they are in rendezvous at 
night in barns, outhouses, churches and in 
the swamps. 

The deputies arrived here this afternoon 
with Hopgood, Wall, Purvis, Watts and 
Dr. Goss, all being heavily ironed. Several 
hundred persons are in the streets and 
every one is armed to the teeth ready for 
any emergency. 

It is rumored that Dr. Goss, the leader and 
organizer of the whitecaps, will be lynched. 
His friends, though few in number, are well 
armed and will be powerless if an attempt 
is made at lynching him. There are at pres- 
ent nine whitecaps implicated with Dr. 
Goss in the killing of JéSse Pittman, an 
inoffensive colored man and peaceable citi- 
zen. These are already apprehended and 
can be produced at the call for trial. A 
fear of resistance is entertained by citizens, 
but the sheriff being a brave officer and as- 
sisted by a strong, courageous corps of depu- 
ties, the utmost confidence is reposed in 
him. 

The whitecap situation in Marion county 
daily grows more serious and rumors of 
trouble and threats of violence are heard on 
the streets of this little village during all 
hours of the day and night. The 
most conservative citizens are _  strong- 
ly of the belief that another week will 
not pass without bloodshed. The complica- 
tions of the whitecap situation are of such 
a deplorable nature as it would not surprise 
the people of Columbia and Marion coun- 
ties if the outbreak of a bloody combat 
were to be the result of this session of 
court. 

Will Purvis will be re-sentenced to death 
tomorrow. It is expected that 5,000 people 
will’ be in the village to hear the re-sen- 
tence and to feel the pulse of the whitecap 
situation. Dr. Goss is charged with the 
murder of Jesse Pittman, and Colonel Hop- 
good with the murder of Alex Harrel three 
years ago. Purvis was convicted of the 
murder of Will Buckley at the last term 
of court, was sentenced to hang on Feb- 
ruary 7th last, but escaped death by a slip 
of the noose in the sheriff's rope, the eause 
of which is attributed to providential in- 
terference by the religious part of the 
state. The providential interference has 
not held good in the eyes of the law, and 
this term of court was called especially to 
re-sentence Purvis and to make a full in- 
vestigation of the whitecap outrages. 

Many petitions have been sent to Gover- 
nor John M. Stone asking for executive 
clemency, but these were of no avail, as his 
excellency is determined to make an ex- 
ample of this case and exterminate the 
lawless clan. About 250 white caps will 
be indicted at this sitting of the grand 
jury. Dr. Goss, the leader and. organizer 
of the band, once prepared to have Dr. 
Ford, a prominent citizen of Columbia, 
whipped by the band, but the majority re- 
fused to follow his instructions, and this 
caused a rupture among them. Dr. Goss 
was jealous over the lucrative practice of 
medicine that Dr. Ford enjoyed and_-there- 
by hangs the tale. Goss moved to an- 
other city in Louisiana, where he engaged 
as a bookseller and became a_ Baptist 
preacher. The only book he kept in stock 
was the Holy Bible, each volume of which 
was hollow and contained a certain amount 
of whisky. He made a fortune at this 
schemég AS a preacher he held protracted 
meetings and netted a good sum from this. 
In Louisiana he did not deny being a white 
cap. He told a prominent gentieman in 
Louisiana that the white caps of Marion 
county gave him $500 to keep them posted 
with the signs and words and the 
constitution of the order. With Goss out 
of the way, many of the good citizens be- 
lieve that the whitecapping in this county 
will be completely exterminated. The fol- 
lowers of Goss are young, ignorant boys, 
who do not recognize the enormity of their 
crimes. A hest of good counsel are em- 
ployed for the defense of the organization 
and a vigorous proscution will be made. 

CUTTON IN TEXAS.

A General Increase in Atreage and an 
<normous Yield Predicted. 


Houston, Tex., June 5.—Tomorrow The 


. Post, whose crop report last season proved 


to be accurate as to acreage and yield, wiil 
publish the first report of the crop of 18M. 
The reports are from every cotton growing 
county in Texas and are full and complete. 
With searcely an exception there is general 
increase in acreage, aggregating, on a 
conservative estimate, at least 10 per cent, 
some of the largest cotton producing coun- 
ties in the state showing an increase of 2% 
per cént. In one county where no cotton 
was raised last year 10,000 acres are under 
cultivation this year. Fabulously high 
prices for cotton seed last season—$l4 and 
$18 a ton—stimulated prices so that 7-cent 
cotton meant 10 cents a pound on old 
methods where the seed was wasted. Be- 
sides this the immigration has been very 
large, the newcomers cultivating cotton 
through necessity and adding to the 
acreage. At no time in the state's history 
has there been promise of such an enor- 
mous yield. In the past few days season- 
able rains have fallen over a large area 
of country. All of the reports give condi- 
¢ions as being fair to the best ever known, 
the latter being in the majority. The plant 
is healthy and vigorous and the fields are 
clean and in a good state of cultivation. 
No destroying insects or worms have made 
thelr appearance and the outlook is gen-

Even if the Gold Should Fall Many 
Millions. 

Washington, June 5.—1t is stated that the 
administration has concluded not to issue 
any more bonds or recoup the gold reserve, 
even if this reserve should fall man¥ million 
dollars below its present figures, $74,000,000. 
This announcement was semi-officially made 
today. At the close of today’s business, in- 
cluding the $0,000,000 gold reserve, the 
treasury’s stated net balance, was $116,31,- 
238. This gives a working currency balance 
of $40,000,000, and, even should the excess 
of expenditures over receipts continue, the 
net balance will hardly fall pnelow $95,000,000 
before August Ist, by which time hopes 
are entertained that the tariff uncertainty 
will have been removed as a factor in 
making calculations for the future in treas- 
ury finances. Those familiar with the effect 
of tariff legislation on government finances 
do not anticipate any pronounced effect for 
six months after the Dill goes into effect, 
but do believe that a halt will be called 
to such a heavy decline in receipts as com- 
pared with last year. The most pessimistic 
do not believe, with all the changes against 
the treasury, that the net balance by 
October list, next, will have declined to 
$75,100,000. It was at this point when the 
last bond issue was made.

Columbus, O., June 5.—The republican 
state convention met here today and effect- 
ed a preliminary organization, appointed 
committees, selected a new state committee 
and adjourned until tomorrow to give time 
for the preparation of a platform. Charles 
Foster will be permanent chairman. 

The subcommittee drafting the platform 
is composed: of Judge William Lawrence, 
president of the Ohio Wool Growers’ Asso- 
ciation; G. E. Baldwin, McKinley’s neigh- 
bor at Canton; C. D. Firestone, G.. H. 
Ely and J. W. Nichols, all tariff men who 
favor the endorsement of the McKinley 
law.

THE ATLANTA TROOPS NOW IN CAMP 


And They are Being Worked Hard-No 
Servants Allowed, but Regulation 
W ork Required. 


Griffin, Ga.,; June 5.—(Special.)—If there 
is any one in the state who thinks that 
the encampment of the state troops is a 
matter of pleasure he can easily have his 
mind disabused of that idea by visiting the 
camp near this place. 

Today the Fourth and Fifth regiments of 
fnfantry and the first battalion of cavalry 
marched upon the grounds and were as- 
signed te quarters by Quartermaster Gen- 
eral West. 

It is the larges: body of men that has 
been in the camp since the day encamp- 
ments began and at the same time it is 
one of the most representative lots of the 
soldier boys of Georgia, every one of the 
membership being a connection of some of 
¢he best families of the state. 

And yet so thorough and’ complete are the 
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Arrival of the Fifth Georgia. 


military regulations of the camp that the 
most intimate friend of one of the soldiers, 
for that is what they are now in the strict- 
est sense of the word, could not distinguish 
him from one with whom he would not 
tolerate social acquaintance ajvay from the 
camp. 

The camp is now made up of the Fourth 
Georgia regiment of infantry, which comes 
from the southern portion of the state, and 
the Fifth Georgia regiment, which comes 
from Atlanta and the towns adjacent, and 
the first battalion of cavairy. All told 
the camp is now populated by about 1,000 
of the best boys of the state, boys, some 
‘of whom have white hair, but none of 
whom are afraid to meet the call the 
governor of the state may make for their 
services. 

Fer the first time since Camp Northen 
has been established the grounds have had 
the capacity tested and more tents are in 
demand. 

However, just now there is another fea- 
ture the encampment shows whieh 
has never been shown before, and that is 
the regulation observance of camp life. 
From the day the Atlanta soldiers and 
the south Georgia boys: went into .camp 
Lieutenant Satterlee and his corps ef officers 
decided to make Camp Northern not a 
camp of regulars, but a West Point. That 
means that every man in the camp, be he 
what he may, shall take up the burden of 
-hife that is carried by a@ cadet at West 
Point. Of course this means that there is 
no picnic in the ten days the boys will have 
at the camp. 

Those who have visited Camp Northen 
know how the camp is located and, know 
that the grounds are among the best in the 
south for drilling and camp life. They 
know, too, the location of the tents and 
that the tented homes of the soldiers are 
laid off in the same way as a town is laid 
off, except that it is more regular. Be- 
tween the tents are streets and these 
gtreets need cleaning every day, just as 
the streets of Atlanta are cleaned by a 
hired force at night. The parade grounds, 
too, are known as the prettiest in the 
south, and it is known, too, that from that 
same large spacious lawn trash which ac- 
cumulates every day must be removed. 

But, unlike a city, the work of cleaning 
the streets or walks in the camp and of 
removing the debris from the drill ground 
is not done by hired men. 

It is done by the boys of Georgia, the 
pride and bone of the state. 

Lieutenant Satterlee is one of the best 
soldiers in the service, and through his 
orders the work is to be done by the men 
who are in camp. Than Lieutenant Sat-

terlee there is no better disciplinarian in 
the United States army. He is a graduate 
of West Point and has served his time in 
the army. He knows what a soldier ought 
to do when in uniform, and his orders, 
which are sure to be carried out under 
the directions of Colonel Varnadoe, of the 
Fourth regiment, who is now in charge of 
the camp, will show the boys of Georgia 
what a soldier’s life really is. Unlike en- 
campments which have preceded this one, 
hired servants, the property of the com- 
panies, are not allowed to do the work of 
cleaning the streets or cleaning the parade 
grounds. 

But that work is done by the boys, some 
of whom never touched a rake or a hoe 
before. 

To see some of the pets of Atlanta’s so- 
ciety, to say nothing about the - society 
boys of other cities of the state sweeping 
the street, clouds of dust coming around 
them, while others handled wheelbarrows 
into which the dirt was thrown by still 
others, and over all an officer standing, 
whose social position was away down in 
the grade, comparatively speaking, would 
convince even the loving mothers of the 
Dboys that, in the army at least, there was 
no distinction. 

Just in this way is Camp Northen, under 
the command of Lieutenant Satterlee, being 
how conducted, and in this way the boys 
who are now in camp will learn that the 
encampment is no picnic, but that it is 
one of the most arduous and laborious 
tasks of the year that falls to the lot of 
the volunteer soldier.

lt was noon yesterday when the Atlanta 
troops and the other companies composing 
tue Fifth regiment reached Griffin. The 
night before most of the companies com- 
posing the Fourth regiment had reached 
the camp, and were awaiting the arrival 
of the Fifth to begin the ten aays’ camp life 
allotted to the companies composing the 
regiments assigned for the next ten days. 
Some of the cavalry companies composing 
the First battalion were on hand, too, and 
when the Atlanta companies reached Griffin 
the Atlanta crack cavalry company, the 
Governor’s Horse Guards, was on the train. 
The Atlanta troops reached the city about 
12:30 o’clock, and were at once marched to 
the camp, where they were greeted by the 
soldiers of the Fourth. Then later in the 
day the other cavalry companies came in, 
and by 4 o’clock the camp was full, and 
Colonel James Varnadoe, of the Fourth 
regiment, who is the senior colonel, was in 
command of the largest encampment, and 
One of the best the state has ever known. 

Lieutenant Satterlee, who is assistant ad- 
jutant general, was in charge of the active 
work, and within an hour after the troops 
were in camp every company was quartered 
and ready for work. 

After a consultation and a compilation of 
the companies by Lieutenant Todd, of the 
United States army, wo is detailed to the 
encampment, it was found that the com- 
plete roster would read about this way:

Change on the Central. 
WADLEY REMAINS A STOP OVER 


Engineers Change There, and Will Not Be 


Required to Run on to Macon. 46 
the Company Requested. 


Macon, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—Today, in 
the United States court, Judge Speer ren- 
dered his decision in favor of the engineers 
of the Central road on the petition of Re- 
ceiver Comer, which asked that Wadley be 
abandoned as a terminal point, and freight 
engineers be required to run through from 
Macon to Savannah and vice versa. Judge 
Speer refused to grant the petition, and 
Wadley will remain a terminal, much to 
the satisfaction of the engineers. Judge 
Speer’s decision is very interesting. Below 
is given the substance of the judge’s de- 
cision: 

“Upon a question like this the action of 
the court, if there be no error, may 
regarded as significant of the policy of the 
law. There can be no doubt that the true 
philosophy of our system of government is 
intended for the advancement of the work- 
ing classes. Everything which tends to 
make a laboring man, a better man, a more 
thoughtful man, a man more considerate 
of his family, which gives him a better love 
for his country’s laws, and a better love 
for his country, makes him a better cit.zen 
and more useful to every one with whom he 
is associated, to everything upon which his 
conduct has its effect. To give him these 
opportunities is the policy of the law. We 
see it in national legislation. It is true 
that the wages of the American laboring 
men are higher than the wages of labor 
anywhere else in the world, perhaps 50 per 
It is argued elsewhere that 


deal less than they do live. It is argued 
that the engine driver of a train on the 
railroads of Great Britain lives for much 
less, for instance, than the engineer of a 
locemotive here can live—his wages are less. 
But the policy of our law intends that the 
American laborer shall make more, and he 
deserves more. We intend that he shall 


| have more money to spend; we intend that 


he shall have more time to read; we intend 
that he shall have more opportunities to 


| think, to be with his family, and to provide 


for their welfare. 

‘‘Look at the reports of the receiver cover- 
ing the past nine months. In a period of 
unexampled depression in railroad matters, 
a period of depression the like of which has 
never been known heretofore in this coun- 
try, these properties, under the control of 


| Mr. Kline and the receivers, have earned 


net $1,667,757.18. There are very few rail- 
roads, not in the hands of a receiver at 
this time, that can show anything like the 
same admirable results of the properties 
concerned. 

“And this fis merely symptomatic of the 
good results that are to come to these great 
properties, if they are honestly and eco- 
nomically managed, and if every man 
connected with them works with a heart 
devoted to the best interests of the prop- 
erty. If there continues to be as there 
has been in the past that esprit du corps 
among the operatives of the Central rail- 
road, which will make every man work 
and. think and plan and seheme for the 
property, I say, with the boundless, almost 
utouched resources of our southland to 
which this great railroad is tributary, and 
which is tributary to the railroad, this is 
merely symptomatic of the great results 
to come from the operation of these proper- 
ties. That being true, I repeat, is it not 
the true policy to let well enough alone? 

“‘Now, Mr. Kline, in his clear, business-like 
statement to the court, considers that a 
most important mattef looked at from: his 


| standpoint is the necessity for a check upon 


the engineers operating the engines, the 
necessity of making each engineer responsi- 
ble for his own engine. ‘That is very im- 
portant undoubtedly. The fact that such 
a check is necessary is no reflection upon 
the honesty of anybody. The management 
ought to have it. I think we can do a 
great deal better by appointing men whose 
business it is to inspect these engines at 
the terminal points, than by removing the 
terminal station from Wadley and compell- 
ing these engineers to run thirteen hours 
from Savannah to Macon. 

“It is not the policy of the law, nor is 
it a wise policy that an engineer in charge 
of property and life shall be exhausted 
physically and mentally. The law fixes 
thirteen hours as a maximum time which 
the engineer is permitted to run. Ought 
not the Central railroad to give the engineer 
a margin of time? I think s80. If he 
should be delayed for any reason, would 
not the law in spirit, if not. in letter, be 
violated, and are not delays on freight 
trains almost unavoidable? While he might 
save a great deal to the properties, not 
perhaps as much as Mr. Erwin concludes, 
but a great deal might be saved in dollars 
and cents and credited to this fine adminis- 
tration of the Central railroad that we 
already have, by making the run through, 
yet suppose an engimeer on one trip, with 
a train loaded with freight of great value, 
tired and worn out, his physical and men- 
tal energy exhausted, made some mistake 
at some critical juncture at the latter part 
of his run, and bring on a catastrophe, 
which involved the whole train, there would 
go at one fell swoop more money than had 
been saved for years. I do not think it is 
good policy to run schedules up to the last 
limit of the maximum allowed by the law, 
We are getting on admirably now. I think 
we had better keep on under the present 
system we now have. It may be true 
that ten hours’ rest or six hours’ rest, as 
Mr. Urquhart figures out, would be the 
actual result, would be enough for some 
people, but other people would require 
more. Look at Mr. Urquhart and look at 
Mr. Erwin for instance. » 

“On the whole, I am satisfied that there 
ought not to be the change which the offi- 
cers of the road seek, and indiffering with 
them I do so with great deference to their 
superior judgment, but having listened care- 
fully, that is my judicial opinion. I mean 
no reflection upon the superior ability in 
such matters of Mr. Kline and Mr: Comer, 
for whom, as railroad men, I have the 
greatest possible respect, but I really think 
it is for the best interest of all concerned 
that this application should be denied, and 
it will be so ordered.”

CHAMPIONS EVANS, 


Dupont Guerry Makes a Magnificent 
Speech at His Old Home, 


SUMTER MEN GROW ENTHUSIASTIC 


A Handsome Tribute Is Paid to the Vete- 
rans—Some of Mr. Atkinson’s Claims 
Are Analyzed, 


Americus, Ga,, June 5.—(Special.)—This 
was a field day for gallant General Evans 
in old Sumter. The people came from every 
section of the county and the surrounding 
counties, and swelled the crowd that gath- 
ered in tne oak grove near the Central 
depot to the number of 1,500 or 2,000 souls. 

At 11:30 o’clock Judge Fish adjourned 
court and an imposing procession marched 
down Cotton avenue to the speaker’s stand. 
Hon, Dupont Guerry, the orator of the 
day occupied, with a number of the Evans 
Club, whose guest he was, a coach drawn 
by four white horses. The old flag waved 
from either side of the carriage, shout af- 
ter shout rent the air and a brass band 
played inspiring music as the procession 
neared the stand. 

Colonel James Taylor, one of Sumter’s 
patriotic young men, made a most elo- 
quent speech. Hie stood as the exponent 
of the young democracy and appealed to 
the young men of Sumter county to stand 
by their fathers in their support of Gen- 
eral Evans, the advocate of good govern- 
ment, clean methods and, sound politics, 
Colonel Taylor was loudly applauded as 
he presented Hon. Dupont Guerry. 

, Fair in Statement. 

The speaker opened his argument by say- 
ing he had no apologies, no explanations 
to make for coming to Americus to speak 
in behalf of General Evans. Sumter was 
his native county and he was speaking to 
his countrymen and his friends. He held 
the crowd spellbound from the beginning 
to the end of his eloquent and logical dis- 
course. Mr. Guerry was not harsh in his 
criticism of Atkinson, but dealt 
in cold, hard facts, proving all he said by 
statistics, reports and personal knowledge. 
He drew a vivid picture of General Evans’s 
life from his boyhood up, and the tears 
came -from the old soldiers’ eyes and some 
of the younger men turned their heads to 
wipe away the trickling drops. He com- 
pared the general in war to the general in 
politics, showing in what way the political 
general worked for himself while the war- 
rior served his country without reward, 
continued Mr. Guerry, 
“that Mr. Atkinson endorses the crime 
they charge to General Evans, that he 
was a confederate soldier, for Colonel At- 
kinson claims to be one himself, or at 
least he says he had a brother killed in 
the war. That, my fellow citizens, is his 
war record. But this is only the beginning 
of his sins. 

“They say that if the general is nomi- 
nated the third party will beat us. And 
why do they say this? Do they mean that 
they want a man to swindle our third 
party brothers? While I am a democrat, 
true and tried, I will not have it stigma- 
tized by contending for what is not justly 
ours. 

Atkinson’s Claims Exposed. 

“Colonel Atkinson claims the honor and 
giory of the normal school for girls at 
Milledgeville, but when the bill was made 


Colonel 


out a blank was left to be filled. up by the 


word ‘Newnan,’ while another member 
walked up and filled the space with Mill- 
edgeville. 

“Colonel Atkinson struts and blows and 
claims great credit because his mammoth 
brain conceived the idea that the agricul- 
tural department was established for the 
benefit of the farmers. Now, fellow citi- 
zens, I admire the memory of Isaac New- 
ton for explaining of gravitation. I love 
Edison for flooding our country with the 
electric light, but I adore Bill Atkinson for 
grasping this great idea. 

Colonel Atkinson claims that he has 
whipped General Evans and is now pro- 
ceeding to demolish The Constitution. This 
reminds me of a good joke on the colonel, 
for it calls to mind a little instance that 
happened a few days ago where a healthy 
young man proceeded to bully and villify 
an old man, and went so far as to knock 
him down, when several people gathered 
around. They said, ‘Why that old gentle- 
man is eighty years 6ld,’ and the young 
man replied that he didn’t give a d—n if 
he was a hundred, he would do the same 
thing again.’’ 

A Defender of His Country. 

Mr. Guerry discussed General Evans’s 
legislative record and explained the false- 
hoods that are being circulated about the 
jury system and other slanderous charges 
brought against this truly great man, and 
wound up with an eloquent appeal to the 
young men of the state. ***Honor thy 
father and thy mother that thy days may 
be long upon the land that the Lord, thy 
God, giveth thee.’ Only a few of them are 
left to us and let us not drag them into the 
mire because they fought for our country, 
our sisters and our mothers.”’ 

During the latter part of Mr. Guerry’s 
speech the enthusiasm ran so high that 
hats were tossed into the air and the cry 
of “shame’’ was heard upon any young 
man who would so degrade the cause our 
fathers bled for. Mr. Guerry’s speech was 
well received and loudly applauded: The 
strictest attention was given him through- 
out. When Mr. Guerry finished his grand 
effort the crowd went wild. Shouts went 
up for Evans and Guerry from a thousand 
throats. Put old Sumter down for General 
Evans. Nothing can turn Sumter for At- 
kinson. Evans will win and Guerry scored 
the honor of his life today in his heroic 
defense of the old warrior.

Atkinson's Following Is Small in the 
Mountains—The, Platform Endorsed. 
Cleveland, Ga., June 5.—(Special.)—At the 
mass meeting of the democracy of White 
county held today Dr. A. F. Underwood 
was elected chairman and J. R. Lumsden 
secretary. The object of the meeting was 
explained to be for the purpose of electing 
dclegates to the gubernatorial convention. 
On motion of Dr. Starr. General Evans 
Was placed in nomination. Professor What- 
ley nominated Hon. W.. Y. Atkinson, Gen- 
eral Evans received seventy-six votes and 
Atkinson received twelve.

MK. ‘I. A. A‘TKINSON REPLIES. 


He Amswers Mr. Smith’s Card About 

the Pierce Case. 

Greenville, Ga., June 5.—Editor Consti- 
tution: In your issue of the 2d of June, 
John F. Toole had a communication in the 
interest of General Evans for governor, in 
which, for some reason, he sought to vent 
his spleen upon my brother, W. Y. Atkin- 
son, for defending a client, who was 
charged with an offense in one of the courts 
of the Coweta circuit. In this communica- 
tion in reference to the continuance of the 
case he says: ‘“‘His success in this part of 
the proceedings may be due in part to the 
fact that his brother is solicitor general of 
that judicial circuit.’’ Being the solicitor 
general of that circuit, | immediately de- 
manded of John F. Toole a retraction of 
that part of his communication which re- 
flected upon my official conduct. In ‘reply 
to that demand he sends the following an- 
swer: 

“Mr. T. A. Atkinson, City: The article in 
The Constitution and that part of which 
you complain were given me by responsi- 
ble parties and I stated in the article that 
names could be furnished. If you can show 
me that it is incorrect will cheerfully cor- 
rect it. Though in your case there is no 
direct charge. JOHN F. TOOLE.”’ 

In this he does not give the name of the 
party whom he says is responsible, but in 
today’s Constitution I find the letter from 
Howard M. Smith, who assumes all re- 
sponsibility for that article. In this letter 
of the said Smith, he brings no facts, even 
according to his own biased statement, 
which go or tend in the least degree to 
show that I have been derelict in the dis- 
charge of my official duty, but he gratuti- 
iously adds: ‘I 
his distinguished brother may have manip- 
ulated him as he has so many others, or 
he may be the victim of that spirit of 
vaunting braggartism not unusual in poli- 
tics."’ The statement in Mr. Smith’s let- 
ter of his version of the facts of the case 
in question are so badly confused and 
mingled with his inferences that the casual 
reader can not distinguish his allegations 
of facts from the inferences which he sees 
fit to draw from his unsupported state- 
ment. 

As to his conversation looking to a set- 
tlement I know nothing. ° 

That the public may have the facts and 
make their own deductions therefrom is 
my object in making this statement, and 
I beg to submit to a candid public a true 
history of the case in question, viz: State 
vs. Pierce. Pierce was indicted in Troup 
superior court for the offense of larceny 
after trust. I was solicitor general at the 
time. Judge F. M. Longley, a distinguished 
lawyer of LaGrange, and an ardent sup- 
porter of General Evans in the present cam- 
paign, was employed for the prosecution 
to assist me in the case. At every term of 
the court with the exception of one, the 
State has been ready and has insisted upon 
trial, and at the term of the court, in which 
the state was not ready for trial its failure 
to be ready was owing to the fact that a 
certain check, the proceeds of which the 
said Pierce was charged with having frau- 
dulently converted, was lost, which check 
as I was afterwards informed by Judge 
Longley, had been misplaced by said How- 
ard M. Smith, who subsequent to the con- 
tinuance of the case, found it. So the only 
time at which I have agreed to a continu- 
ance of the case, was, when owing to 
the fault of the said Smith, evidence nec- 
essary to convict was not at hand. Both 
Mr. Smith and Judge Longley recognized 
the necessity for this continuance and 
agreed to it. This was at the May term, 
1893. That Judge Longley recognized the 
fact that I have fully and conscientiously 
discharged my duty as solicitor general is 
shown by the following telegram: 

“LaGrange, Ga., June 5th.—To Colonel T. 
A. Atkinson: I am with you in prosecution 
of Pierce. Your conduct has been all that 
fidelity to duty could demand. Postpone- 
ment no fault of yours. Criminal docket 
shows April, 1893, continued providential 
cause. November term, 1893, continued by 
defendant for sickness of leading counsel, 
Atkinson. November, 1893, continued by 
leave of absence granted defendant’s coun- 
sel. May, 1894, rule nisi. 

“EF. M. LONGLEY.” 

I have done all that I could at all times 
to press the case to trial, but the showing 
for continuance has been such as the pre- 
siding judge regarded as legal and sufficient. 
Neither Toole nor Smith have had the man- 
iiness to make a direct charge against my 
official character, but have sought to deal 
in insinuations and inuendoes, and I brand 
any insinuation that I have been derelict in 
my duty to the state or the assertion that 
I have been manipulated by any one as un- 
warranted, and as a malicious and wanton 
falsehood, manufactured, published and 
scattered abroad in subservience to the po- 
litical purposes of the enemies of W. Y. 
Atkinson. It is not necessary that I should 
reply to the charges against my brother. 
It is yet to be demonstrated that he is not 
able to take care of himself.

WATSON LIMBERS UP. | 


The Populist Leader Oatlines His Party’s 
Campaign for This Year, 


HE PREACHES DIRECT TAXATION 


Government’ Ownership of Railroads Is 
Advocated—A Plea Is Made :or the 
Negro Voteand Ail Other Votes. 


Marietta, Ga., June  5.—(Special.)—This 
was Tom Watson's day in Marietta and 
in Cobb county. His speech had been ad- 
vertised far and wide and Cobb, Cherokee, 
Paulding and surrounding counties did not 
lose the opportunity to hear the founder and 
champion of populism in the state of 
Georgia. 

This wag the opening gun of their cam- 
paign in Georgia for the offices, state and 
national, that this party will contest for 
in the coming elections. What he said had 
much significance, in showing which way 
the political wind was going to blow and 
from what points the attack would be 
made upon the democratic party. The crowd 
that assembled to hear him was of all 
sorts, sizes and conditions. Glover’s grove, 
on Powder Springs street, opposite Cellege 
hill, where the Marietta Military institute 
stood during and before the war, Was &€- 
lected as the place for the speaking. A 
stand had been erected in the grove and 
seats had been placed on an incline sloping 
to the stand. The horses and vehicles 
hitched thick and close between in the 
grove and the loud responsive worgying of 
the mules made one think that he had 
run across an old-fashioned camp ground. 
It is hard to estimate the size cr the 


‘crowd. The best estimates place ‘rir bum- 


ber at between 1,000 and 1,500. Of these 
perhaps fully half were women ard chil- 
dren. Many democrats were also present 
who availed themselves of the opporiunity 
to hear Mr. Watson. Seats had been ar- 
ranged for the negroes to the right et the 
speaker and a small-sized represenrtution of 
these occupied them. 
The Party’s Principles. 


The speech clearly set for ceriain lcad- 
ing principles they intend to advocate and 
nearly two hours were consumed in elabo- 
rating them and in showing up weaknesses 
in the democratic party. 

First, he was against indirect taxation in 
national affairs and in favor of direct taxa- 
tion, so as to throw the burden o°* téxes 
upon the property in the country, and not 
upon the consumer of products. 

2. The people in the south and west, as 
well as large numbers in the north and 
east were a debt owing people end all 
these should unite together in order to get 
legislation that would so adjust our finances 
that they could pay their debts at one half 
of what they now pay, 

3. They wanted, and intended to get, the 
negro vote, because the negroes were all 
in debt and naturally belonged to the 
party championing the rights of this class 
and because this party weuld secure them 
a dollar for a day’s work where they now 
get only 50 cents. 

4. The railroads should all be owned by 
the government and run in the interest of 
the whole people, because the people built 
the railroads, and, therefore, should own 
them, and because the government could 
better control the employes by managing 
the roads like it does its postoffices. 

5. The people should all join the third 
party because the democratic party has 
forsaken the faith and become republicans, 
and it alone represents the democracy of 
our ancestors, of Jefferson, Hamilton, Jack- 
son and others of olden times. 

‘These divisions, amid which were inter- 
spersed many keen and witty thrusts at 
the democratic party for its divisions, dis- 
sensions and failure to carry out its pledges 
constituted the two hours of eloquence 
with which he regaled his attentive au- 
dience. 

He was introduced by Mr. James Sibley, 
chairman of the county executive commit- 
tee of this party, and Mr. Sibley .was 
greeted with applause when, at its con- 
clusion, he said: “‘It now gives me pleasure 
to introduce Mr. Watson, formerly of the 
county of McDutte, but now of the state 
of Georgia.’”’ 

Public Waste. 

Mr. Watson began his speech by showing 
what rigid and close economy was exercised 
by the people at home in their democratic 
expenditures and in their state and county 
expenditures. ‘‘But in your national affairs 
you are the most careless people that ever 
lived. Your money is spent as if it grew on 
trees, and you seem to care little about 
it. Why? Because it is away off yonder. 
Let us all, democrats and populists, rich 
or poor, white or black, today examine 
into our national affairs. Let us all look 
at our national books today. They all affect 
us' and come home to us. I am here to 
warn these people to study these facts. 
Don't say a thing is true because Steve 
Clay says it is true, or John Sherman says 
it is true. Hear all sides, but don’t hear 
John Sherman quite as respectfully as your 
democratic senators have done. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“The United States government is taking 
in $381,000,000 per year and spending 3500,000,- 
000 per year. I will prove »t by the govern- 
ment report itself. Your taxes on whisky 
and tobacco are $120,000,000. Your miscella- 
neous taxes amount to from twenty to 
thirty millions, and your robber tariff to 
$200,000,000 per year. What goes out’? The 
regular appropriations are $383,000,000, and 
you have a deficit of $200,000,000 for appro- 
priaticns for rivers and bounties and other 
expenses that run the total expenditures 
up to $500,000,000 per year. When the outgo 
is bigger than the income, a smash-up is 
ahead. 

‘‘Let us make this matternplain. You do not 
pay your taxes directly. Tariff, whisky 
and tebacco make the three principal items 
of the national revenue, and the tax is put 
in the price of goods, and tne consumer 
pays it. 

As to Taxes. : 

“Every time you tackle John Barleycorn 
you wrestle with the tax collector. Na- 
tional taxes are not levied upon capital, 
property or railroads. That man out there 
who owns nothing except a large debt 
has got to pay the same tax as the largest 
land owner in the country. The rich man 
pays no more taxes than the poor man, 
and, therefore, is it any wonder that the 
rich grow richer and the poor grow poorer’ 
The total indebtedness of the whole coun- 
try, national, state, town, county, railroad 
and individual amounts to $40,000,000,000. The 
rate of interest on loans on real éstate 
amounts to from 10 to w per cent on a fair 
average. The entire interest paid on the 
whole indebtedness amounts to at least 
three billion dollars annually. As a people, 
you have more money going out than you 
have coming in. It means failure. What 
are you going to do about it? You have 
got to lower your taxes and expenses. If 
you belong to the privileged classes, you 
can cross your legs and smoke your cigars. 
You are as right. This thing was made 
to fit you. You can roost high and dry, 
and pay no attention to the storm unless 
you have human pity in your heart.” 

After dwelling on this for a while, Mr. 
Watson launched out on the question of 
leaving the democratic party and joining 
his. He declared at the outset: 

‘‘A better democrat than I @m does not 
breathe the breath of life. I ask you 
which camp shall I go into. Shall 1 join 
Hoke Smith or Evan Howell, Pat Walsh 
or John B. Gordon, the free-silver demo- 
crats or the goldbug democrats? dust tell 
me which bed I must get into, if you 

You yourselves don’t know to what 
you ‘belong. The democrats in 
the last campaign spent thefr 
time cursing each other, and it 
makes me weep tears now to see them 
cursing each other. (Applause.) 

He Is Not Bitter. 

“I never did say as bitter things about 
them as they are now saying about each oth- 
er. You say, ‘Mr. Watson, Iagree with you 

needed, but we need not 
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form a new party to get them.’ We have 
only got one party. The democratic party 
today has no platform that all agree upon, 
nor any leaders they all follow. A party 
divided against itself will fall. I have no 
bitterness toward them. The populists of 
the whole union agree. We are going to 
get together and the test will be the peo- 
ple’s party platform. If you join the Bap- 
tist or Methodist or Presbyterian church 
the test is, do you subscribe to their creed? 
But the democratic party has no such test. 
They simply ask, ‘Will you vote our ticket? 
and if so, will you vote it as many times 
as we want you” (Applause:) You can 
be anything and be a democrat—just take 
your choice. The democratic bed quilt cov- 
ers all sorts of bedfellows. It has more 
ingredients in 1t than boarding house hash. 
The turtle never imagined how many tastes 
there could be between the same shell until 
the democratic boss told him how.’’ (Ap- 
plause.) ; 

From this he turned to the extravagance 
of the national government. ‘‘You practice 
economy. You know how hard it is to make 
buckle and tongue meet. The government 
doesn’t get a dollar except what you pay 
it. So it is your money they squander. 
You colored men, there, how long does it 
take you to make 50 cents? I am talking 
about cash, and not these orders they 
sometimes palm off on you. You are hard 
put to it to ¢@t 50 cents for a day’s work. 
What do you think of a government that 
takes $40 of your money and pays it to a 
man to wind up two clocks. You say, ‘Mr. 
Watson, don’t take up your time with this.’ 
Wise men do not say this. A small crime 
leads to red-handed muraer, and a small 
extravagance leads to a big one. I have the 
report of the government up to 1893. What 
do you think of your money being spent 
for sponges, alcohol, fiesh brushes, hair 
oil, cologne, lily white powder, bootblacks, 
barber shops, barroom fixtures, where they 
run the congressional barroom? Where 
these men cost the government heavily 
when alive, they almost burst the govern- 
ment when they die. You pay for all these 
expenses of the last sickness of these con- 
gressmen and senators, including towels, 
soap, medicines, funeral expenses, newspa* 
pers for the committee going to the fun- 
eral, and then, to cap the climax, they vote 
$5,000 to his widow and also $5,000 as a sala- 
ry for his successor. I quote Senator 
Hearsts’s funeral. He was a millionaire 
senator. You paid $22,000 to bury him. You 
paid it with your labor, and you have to 
bury your own dead yourself and are 
glad to get a pine box to bury them in. 
This $3,460 is what the mourners eat in g0- 
ing to the funeral.” 

A voice, ‘“‘How much did they drink ?’’ 

To which Watson replied: “God only 
knows.’ (Applause.) 

Hidding for the Blacks. 

“TI believe in being fair about these things 
and I tell you frankly that much of this 
money was properly spent, but I ask, what 
do you think of taking the money your 
wife made with her needle and buying cost- 
ly bathtubs for senators?” 

From this he turned to the negroes and 
made a lengthy appeal for their votes. 
“They say we are the negro party and are 
after the negro votes. What if we are, if 
we can get them honestly? Those votes 
are here and we can’t shut our eyes to the 
fact. Don’t the democratic party want 
them?*«Then why curse us for wanting 
them. What is freedom worth to you un- 
less you have the right to vote and to get 
that vote counted? You have got from the 
republican party just what we got from 
the democratic party. For twenty-five years 
we have been held to the democratic party 
by sectional feelings and working to get 
a democratic president and today we find 
the people of Georgia endorsing Grover 
Cleveland, who is the biggest republican the 
world has ever seen. A northern demo- 
cratisas much likea northern republican 
as a coon is like a raccoon. (Applause and 
laughter.) We must cut loose from the 
east and join forces with the west. The 
democratic pafty has nothing in the west 
to join to. The people of the west are re- 
publicans and will never join with the dGem- 
ocrats of the south, therefore, you wil: 
have to get a new party chat neither the 
west nor the south has been taught to 
hate.’’ 

Prices Going Down. 


Turning to the question of prices, he said: 
“Prices have been going down and down. 
If there is a merchant in Marietta making 
any money | am surprised at it, or if any 
farmer in the county, I am surprised at it, 
When a bale of cotton will bring $0 it 
will pay a $50 debt, and when it only bring® 
$25, it takes two bales of cotton to pay 
a $50 debt and somebody has swindled you 
out of a bale of cotton. Now, friends, you 
who owe money are in the same boat with 
us. The same debts you owe we owe, 
therefore, the negro and the third party 
have the same interest and should vote to- 
gether. This is the only party that will 
treat the negro right, so come with us and 
vote to have more money and less eaxes, 
and more joy and less sorrow. Join the 
people’s party and we will save you.” 

After discussing the railroad plank he 
closed witr a plea for harmony. 

Osborn, the one-eyed labor agiator, 
and Dr. Swamp Angel accompanied Watson 
to Marietta and the latter occupied a seat 
on the stand. After the speaking he got into 
a hot discussion with Mr. J. Spillman, a 
noted republican, on the street. In the 
midst of it he (the doctor) stated that it 
would take three Bs to settle this question, 
“What are they’ asked Mr. Spillman. 
“Bullets, bayonets and blood,”’ replied the 
doctor, and Mr. Spillman quickly retorted: 
“You will be the first man to get to the 
smawps when the bullets begin to fly.”

WHA’ JUDGE MARTIN DID SAY. 
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He Kecites His Speech at Columbus on 
the Kve of Muscogee’s Election. 

Editor Constitution: In justice to myself 
and Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, I write this 
card to state exactly what I said in a 
recent speech made at Columbus in the 
interest of General Evans. I did not use the 
language on that occasion as given by 
your reporter and reproduced in conspic- 
uous type in hast Sunday’s issue of your 
paper. I only desire to give a statement 
of the matter as it occurred. From the 
beginning of my speech up to,the time that 
I was interrupted by a question from one 
of Mr. Atkinson's friends and an answer 
was insisted upon by him, I had said noth- 
ing that reflected upon Mr. Atkinson and 
had been careful to avoid ever¥thing that 
had in it an appearance of personalism. 
I was thus careful because I thought his 
record was the proper and correct basis 
on which to found an argument. 

While discussing his record as a public 
man one of his strong supporters arose 
in the audience and requested the privilege 
of asking a question, to which I readily 
consented. He asked: “Are you not op- 
posing Mr. Atkinson on account of person- 
al grievances—because he opposed you in 
your race for the judgeship in 1892?” Not 
desiring to enter into personalisms, I asked 
the gentleman if he _ insisted on an 
answer, to which’: he gave an affirmative 
reply, 

Then I used the following language: 
“No. It is true Mr. Atkinson opposed me, 
and, I understand, claims the credit of my 
defeat. I accord him the honor. In doing 
so, however, he did me a personal favor, 
though possibly not so intended. It is also 
true that I had the opportunity of trading 
with him, and the proposition came from 
him. I declined to trade.” After saying this, 
I turned to the audience with the remark: 
“Gentlemen, if you want a trading poli- 
ticiam for your governor, Atkinson is 
your man.” 

In using the above language about the 
proposed trade in 1892, when I was a candi- 
date for judge and he for speaker of the 
house, I said no. more than he had pre- 
viously said to Muscogee’s citizens, when he 
Stated to them that I ought not to oppose 
him in this race on account of his opposi- 
tion to me in 1892, because at that time he 
proposed to trade with me first and I de- 
clined. Newspaper notoriety has never been 
in accord with my taste and I regret that 
my statement of facts on that occasion 
has been given such prominence, especially 
as the disconnected statement in connec- 
tion with language not used might have 
created the impression that the personal- 
ism was indulged in from choice. For these 
reasons I send this statement, and the same 
spirit which would have kept the personal 
matter out of my speech, had I not been 
pressed for un answer, prompts me to 
request that the matter have no further 
newspaper prominence.

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Democratic Policy. 

There is now and has been for some 
time a strenuous effort on the part of 
certain newspapers to convince the pub- 
lic that there was a plan on foot in the 
southern states to secure democratic 
condemnation of President Cleveland's 
administration. 

The public that can read has refused 
to be convinced on this point. A plan 
that had no existence could not be 
abandoned. There has been no desire 
on the part of any democrat, so far as 
we know. to condemn the democratic 
administration, consequently there 
could be no abandonment of such a de- 
sire. 

The record as to this.is very clear. 
Weeks ago, when the democratic con- 
vention of Tennessee ignored a resolu- 
tion condemning the administration, 
and adjourned without making any 
allusion thereto, The Constitution de- 
clared that it would be bad _ politics 
for a democratic convention to condemn 
the administration—just as bad as for 
the party to specifically endorse a re- 
pudiation of any plan«x of its platform. 

Undoubtedly there has been a plan 
on foot—a plan that would have disor- 
ganized and demoralized the party if it 
had been carried to success; but that 
plan was neither conceived nor urged by 
those who believe that democratic meas- 
ures are more important than the men 
selected to carry them out. There has 
been a plan on foot to force the demo- 
cratic party in the southern states to 
sacrifice its principles and endorse finan- 
cial legislation contrary to the spirit 
and meaning of the platform, the es- 
tablishment of the single gold standard, 
the issue of bonds with available funds 
in the treasury and the: veto of the 
seigniorage bill, and now comes the re- 
fusal to repeal the 10 per cent tax. 

It is this scheme that has been urged 
with great vigor, and it is this scheme 
that has been abandoned. It was 
abandoned in Alabama in the interest 
of party harmony and it will be aban- 
doned in every southern state when- 
ever it is brought forward. It was com- 
pelled to seek cover in Alabama the mo- 
ment its true inwardness became appa- 
rend, and the democratic convention 
held in that state blazed out a course 
that leads to perfect harmony and unity 
in the party. It endorsed Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration without specifical- 
ly endorsing his financial policy and it 
endorsed the record and service of those 
who are known to be. unalterably op- 
posed to Mr. Cleveland’s financial poli- 
cy so far as it has been developed. 

But the real meaning of the action of 
the Alabama convention has become 
clearer since its adjournment. Those 
who desired to make it appear that the 
free coinage of silver is not democratic 
doctrine have now discovered that it is 
the most important part of the dem- 
ocratic campaign equipment, and they 
do not. hesitate to say so. The other 
day when Mr. H. C. Tompkins, chair- 
mah of the democratic state  ex- 
ecutive committee of Alabama, 
went to Washington to consult 
with senators and _representatives 
from his state as to the campaign, the 
meaning and purpose of the resolutions 
passed by the convention were made so 
clear that it will be impossible here- 
after for any person to misunderstand 
them. The campaign in Alabama will 
be practically a campaign for the free 
coinage of silver, and the senators and 
congressmen who have been and are 
most violently opposed to the financial 
policy represented by Mr. Cleveland 
will take part in the contest and up- 
hold the Chicago platform and the prin- 
ciple that involves free coinage. 

As the scheme to specifically endorse 
the eastern financial policy was aban- 
Goned in Alabama, so it‘will be aban- 
doned im every southern state. There 
are men and newspapers who would be 
giad to see it pushed even to the ex- 
tent of dismembering the party, but a 
conservative course is sure to prevail. 
The necessity for party harmony and 
unity is more pressing and urgent than 
ever, and this will be recognized wher- 
ever democrats come together for the 
purpose of putting out candidates be- 
fore the people. 

On the other hand, we know of no 
democrat and no democratic newspaper 
who would be pleased to see a demo- 

cratic convention condemn Mr. Cleve- 
land’s administration. Such action 
would not help the party nor strengthen 
im the slightest degree the cause of 
democracy. The party is responsible 
for Mr. Cleveland’s administration, and 


| the party will have to stand by it to 

the end. The president is the party 
leader, and while the members of the 
organization differ with him as to his 
silver policy, yet they could not con- 
demn his administration without con- 
demning themselves. R 
| That is the situation and democrats 
who believe in the future of the party 
and who are pledged to its principles by 
} their consciences will have to conform 
to it to the end that the organization 
itself may survive. 


The Insanity Dodge. 

In this country hundreds of criminals 
and offenders against society have es- 
caped the consequences of their mis- 
deeds because it was alleged that they 
were insane. 

Most of these transgressors who are 
said to be insane are persons of wealth 
or position with families or friends to 
take their part. Such criminals find it 
an easy matter to secure proof of their 
insanity, and they go scot free or go 
to an asylum until the world is ready 
to receive them again. 

The rumor comes from Washington 
that the members of Colonel Breckin- 
ridge’s family believe that he is insane 
enough to need some mild restraint or 
guidance. It is said that they will try 
to pull him out of the congressional race 
and retire him from public life, and in 
order to do this they will approach his 
rival with a proposition that bofh men 
shall be withdrawn and a eandidate 
named who can command the support 
of all the democrats in the district. 
Many charitable people will hope that 
the ifisanity theory is the correct one 
in this case, but it will be regarded by 
many as a dodge to create sympathy 
and enable the colonel to save himself 
further mortification. 

If Colonel Breckinridge’s peculiar 
form of insanity leads to such gross im- 
morality as was proved in the Pollard 
case it will not be sufficient to merely 
retire- him from public life. A man 
whose lunacy takes that direction is 
not a safe man to be at large. He 
should be locked up. 

But it is hard to believe that the 
colonel is mentally unbalanced. He is 
conducting a brilliant campaign, and 
the only evidence that he has given of 
insanity was his folly in defending the 
suit brought against him by Miss Pol- 
lard. That was apparently the reck- 
lessness of a crazy man. 


City and Country. 

The Boston’ Globe recently published 
the views of nine distinguished Ameri- 
cans in answer to the question, “Does 
the city or country produce the best 
men ?”’ 

Only one of the writers takes the posi- 
tion that the best men are city-bred. 
The other eight all agree that our great- 
est men come from the country. Dr. 
George F. Shrady, the eminent physi- 
cian, says: 

Most of our important men have come 
from the country, and very few of our im- 
portant men have been surrounded by ex- 
traordinary wealth in childhood. Our really 
great men have been country boys and poor 
boys, too. This is true of every president. 
Andrew Johnson was the only one born in 
a community of much size, and’ Raleigh, 
N. C., when it gave Johnson to the world, 
was far from being a large city. Every 
one of the presidents since, and including 
Lincoln, was a country boy in the fulless 
sense of the term—they were almost back- 
woodsmen. 

Ex-Postmaster General James follows 
on the same line, and remarks that at 
a recent dinner in New York he counted 
eighteen successful men, only one of 
whom was bred in a city. 

As a rule the men who reach the top 
started life in the country. In Atlanta 
and every American city nine-tenths of 
the successful merchants and _ profes- 
Sional men were once country boys. The 
country is the best place to begin life, 
and the man who ends it there does not 
make much of a mistake. 


Returning from the West. 

There is something wrong in the 
great west. The tide of population no 
longer rushes in that direction, but on 
the contrary is rolling back to the east. 

Numerous western farmers within the 
past two years have returned to their 
old homes in the eastern states, and 
some of them have organized small colo- 
nies and settled in Maryland. From all 
accounts the western farmers seem to 
prefer the southera and south Atlantic 
States, and with a little encouragement 
doubtless many more could be induced 
to come in this direction. 

The settlers in the vast region be- 
tween the Rocky mountains and the 
Mississippi river are rapidly coming 
to the conclusion that the profitable cul- 
tivation of their lands is impossible 
without an irrigation system which can- 
not be established for some generations 
to come. In ten years 48,000 people 
have left twenty-two counties in west- 
ern Kansas to seek homes elsewhere, 
because they are unable to raise crops 
on their arid lands. Those who remain 
are setting windmills to work to raise 
water wherever it can be found below 
the surface. The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat says: 


The exodus of the farmers has hurt the 
railroads also, and the newspapers tell 
a strange story of the desolation to be 
found throughout western Kansas. All 
along the branch lines of the Santa Fe. Mis- 
souri Pacific and the Union Pacific railroads 
are decayed towns that once were full of 
promise and even aspired to greatness. In 
the boom times many brick buildings were 
put up and wide avenues laid out. Some of 
the buildings have never had a tenant, and 
others were soon abandoned. On the wide 
streets there is no traffic worth the name. 
At Chico, for instance, the train now stops 
only on signal. Once its arrival was a 
great event, and crowds of people swarmed 
to the station. In that day Chico had the 
appearance, at least, of prosperity, and 
boasts were made of its growth. Kanopolis 
was to be the hub of Kansas, and eastern 
capitalists, some of them men of note, in- 
vested liberally in the future of the town. 
Today its ambitious Capitol Square is used 
for a sheep pasture, and the train rushes by 
as though it were a tank station. South 
Hutchinson furnishes another illustration. 
It was a young giant at its zenith, with 
brick hotels, churches, schoolhouses ‘and a 
Street car line. Prairie dogs now run about 
the chancel of the biggest church and the 
hotel door is hidden by a sand bank. 

This is a fearful picture of decay, but 
it is accounted for by the fact that the 
booming methods of the railroads and 
immigration agents have caused thou- 
sands of people to attempt farming ‘in 
a country that has no agricultural ad- 
vantages. The best thing that the peo- 
ple of the arid western lands can do 


is to their base. ‘They can 


| in the south, and make a good living 
without suffering any of the drawbacks 
so common in their present location. 


Independence, Not Democracy. 

In his speech in the house last Mon- 
day Congressman Rayner, of Maryland, 
expressed views which are utterly ir- 
reconcilable with the time-honored dem- 
ocratie ideas of party organization, dis- 
cipline and fealty. The Associated 
Press report says: 

In conclusion, Mr. Rayner referred to the 
plank in the democratic platform pledging 
the repeal of the tax upon state bank cir- 
culation. Its explicit character Mr. Rayner 
admitted; how it got there he did not know. 
But as far as he was concerned, the plat- 
form might as well have pledged a repeal 
of the ten commandments. “I do not know 
how it may be with others, but with me 
the time is not yet arrived when I have 
surrendered my conscience and my con- 
viction to the keeping of a political con- 
vention. I utterly deny that it lies within 
the province or the jurisdiction of a con- 
vention to trammel me in the discharge of 
my duties by any such declaration as this. 
This bill to repeal the tax upon state bank 
circulation failed to pass at the last con- 
gress in a democratic house and now I am 
told that because some one slipped these 
words into the platform it was to be man- 
acled like a slave and robbed of the great- 
est boon that @ free man in these halls can 
claim, and that is the right to vote upon 
questions of public policy in accordance 
with the dictates of duty, that it Nes not 
within the power of any man or set of men 
to schackle or trample upon. Diverging 
views of members of the democratic party 
upon financial matters,” said Mr. Rayner, 
“which I hope soon to see taken out of pol- 
itics, will necessitate the inquiry when a 
man declares himself to be a democrat, 
“What kind of a democrat are you” ” 


We shall not ask Mr. Rayner his own 
question. Mr. Rayner dees” not talk 
like a democrat. It is difticult to see 
how a man who prates so glibly about 
his conscience and his convictions can 
be willing to take part in democratic 
conventions and caucuses when he bold- 
ly announces his determination not to 
be bound by their action. He admits 
that the state bank plank is an explicit 
pledge, but declines to be bound by it 
because he is opposed to it and does 
not know how it got into the platform. 
What sort of democracy is this? 

Between the democrats in the senate 
who oppose the income tax because it 
is not in the platform, and the demo- 
crats in the house who decline to be 
bound by an explicit pledge in the plat- 
form, the party is in a bad way. Such 
a situation is nothing short of political 
anarchy, so far as the democratic party 
is concerned. 

It is a waste of time and labor to or- 
ganize a party, hold conventions, and 
agree upon principles and a_ policy 
solemnly declared in a platform, if each 
member of the party is to have the 
right to repudiate any portion of the 
platform that does not suit him. There 
can be no efficient organization when 
the members are permitted to defy the 
will of the majority. If Mr. Rayner’s 
ideas of loyalty and discipline had pre- 
vailed in the past the democrats would 
never have been able to oust the repub- 
licans and gain control of every branch 
of the government, There can be no har- 
mony, united effort and successful work 
on the part of an organization without 
a concerted plan of action and perfect 
discipline. If the colonels, captains and 
privates of an army reserved the right 
to disobey the orders of their command- 
ing general and strike out independently 
for themselves the army would go to 
pieces. If the employes of a railroad 
disregarded at their pleasure the rules 
of the road the result would come in the 
shape of disastrous collisions. 

If discipline and unity are essential 
to the success of a political party it 
follows that the party must obey its su- 
preme law—its platform. Party pledges 
must be carried out in good faith, or 
the party will be discredited. 

The will of the majority, as expressed 
in the platform, must prevail or the end 
will be confusion and failure. If indi- 
viduals are allowed to repudiate one 
pledge, others will repudiate other 
‘pledges, and in a short time the party 
will be held together by no common 
bond, and will be simply a crowd of 
disorderly and irresponsible individuals. 

It may be an old-fashioned idea to at- 
tach so much importance to a party 
platform and to the redemption of its 
pledges, but if this be the case The 
Constitution is willing to be old-fash- 
ioned. It believes that democratic suc- 
cess can be achieved only by remaining 
loyal to the principles and policy of the 
party as formulated in its platforms, 
and by redeeming its pledges, and by 
submitting to the will of the majority 
as declared in party conventions. The 
ideas of Mr. Rayner are undemocratic, 
and tend to the injury of the party. 

A New Scheme of Currency Contrac- 
tion, 

The newest scheme of the financiers 
of the east is worth noting, though it 
has not as yet been fully developed. But 
when the thoughtful reader of the 
leading eastern hewspapers sees a sly 
hint or intimation cropping out in vari- 
ous shapes and in different quarters, 
he knows at once that he has a cue toa 
policy that has been gravely discussed 
in the back parlors of the money power. 

We have lately séen such hints and 
intimations in some of our leading 
eastern exchanges, as well as in one of 
the publications that are devoted to 
the banking interests. The hint, very 
clearly given, is that advantage should 
be taken of the present movement to 
repeal the state bank tax to pass a law 
taking away from the treasury the 
power to issue non-interest bearing 
notes and place the privilege solely in 
the hands of the banks under the op- 
erations of a strong federal law. 

In other words, there is 2 movement 
on foot to retire the treasury notes, the 
greenbacks, and the various forms of 
paper currency that the government has 
set its hand to, and take the govern- 
ment out of the banking business alto- 
gether. The argument is that the vol- 
ume of paper is too large for the amount 
of available gold in the country, and 
this argument is followed by the sugzges- 
tion that if we continue to export our 
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the big end of a funnel that has its out- 
let in Europe—the government 
shortly be driven to the suspension of 
gold payments. 

The policy, therefore, is to retire all 
the government issues of paper currency 
and to place in the hands of the banks 
the right to regulate the volume of pa- 
per so that it will be really redeemable 
in gold. This is the policy of contrac- 
tion that the east has been successfully 
carrying out for years, and we have fo 
doubt that this scheme, or something 
very like it, will be forced to the front 
in the course of the next eighteen 
months. Silver having been wiped out 
as the money of final payment, the nat- 
ural—indeed, the inevitable—result 
will be the wiping out of the paper cur- 
rency that is based on silver. 

Legislation cannot stand still as the 
Situation now is. If congress refuses to 
pass a free coinage bill, as commanded 
by the platform and demanded by the 
best interests of the people, it will have 
to accept the other alternative of com- 
pleting the ruin the gold standard has 
already carried far by retiring the 
silver dollars and the silver notes. That 
is to say, if the gold standard is to be 
maintained, there must be some sort 
of legislation, otherwise our currency 
system will fall to pieces. 

We think it would be far better for 
the people for gold to go to a premium, 
rather than that the gold standard 
should be maintained or strengthened, 
but we shall not discuss that branch 
of the subject now. Je merely desire 
to eall attention to the new scheme of 
currency contraction that is hatching.

The next move in the financial game is 
to retire the paper currency until it is actu- 
ally redeemable in gold. 


We understand that Colonel Bisaner, who 
was at the head of the movement to steal 
the Fannin county vote, is a republican.

The revival of the returning board scheme 
that defeated Tilden in 1876, failed to work 
in Fannin, though it had a republican at 
the head of it. 


It is to be feared that the repeal of the 
State bank tax will have to be postponed to 
some future day when the weather is more 
settled. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A Paris special says: ‘‘The Turpin scandal 
was brought to an end today in the most 
unexpected way. Three French journal- 
ists—-MM. Gautier and Cardonne. of The 
Figaro, and Lagrange, of The Patriewent 
to see the inventor at Brussels. After they 
had succeeded in making him understand 
how great a wrong he would commit 
against France if he were to sell his pat- 
ents to Germany, they received from him 
all his plans and inventions, of which Tur- 
pin makes a present to France. The jour- 
nalists have brought these back with them 
and will deposit all the documents with 
the minister of war tomorrow.” ‘The in- 
vention is an electric mitrailleuse, capable 
of firing 100,000 bullets in fifteen minutes. 


The other day a Colorado sheriff ex- 
changed some of his prisoners for men un- 
lawfully held by a mob. He trusted the mob 
as if it were an organized army engaged 
in regular warfare. His conduct strikes at 
the very foundation of law and order and 
he should be severely punished. 


A New York baker undertook to drown 
himself the other day, and when fished 
out of the river he was asked to explain 
his rash act. He replied that he was 
weary of reading about Coxey and his army. 
The baker, says The Philadelphia Record, 
is not much to be blamed. As the news- 
papers, however, have squeezed the Coxey 
incident so that there is not a remaining 
drop of sensation in it, the baker may 
take courage and go back to his baking a 
wetter and wiser man. 


The Mexican Coffee, Cotton and Coloniza- 
tion Company, which has its headquarters 
in San Antonio, Tex., has on hand a scheme 
for a vast colony of negroes in northern 
Mexico. It is reported to have just closed 
a trade for 2,500,000 acres of land, lying 
along the Rio Grande, in the states of 
Coahuila and Chihuahua, with ex-Governor 
Gonzales, of Chihuahua, and it proposes 
on a part of this to colcnize 10,000 negroes. 
The scheme involves large agricultural op- 
erations, for which the negroes are expect- 
ed to furnish the labor, and the company, 
presumably, expects to absorb the lion’s 
share of the profits. 


Speaking of lightning, Professor McAdle, 
of the government weather bureau, says: 
“Contrary to the old law, lightning does 
sometimes strike the same place twice— 
unless the first stroke was sufficient to re- 
move the place in question from existence.”’ 
He finds many cases on record of lightning 
having struck the same place twice. The 
so-called “return stroke’ during a given 
visitation, is caused by the inductive ac- 
tion of the charged clouds on bodies within 
its influence. He believes that the terms 
‘recoil kick’’ and “alternative path’’ are 
those which will be employed as the 
result of recent scientific experiments. 
Any part of a building may be _ struck, 
whether protected with rods or not, but 
these are exceptions. Lightning at times 
apparently falls indiscriminately upon trees, 
rocks or buildings, regardless of their height 
or exposure. The greatest paradox is the 
ease of a structure destroyed by electric 
agency without being struck. The famous 
Hotel de Ville, of Brussels, was so well 
protected that scientific men pronounced it 
the best protected building in the world. 
A small induced spark within the building 
during a storm ignited escaping gas and 
destroyed the building with fire. In 
this connection Professor McAdle states 
that the importance of protection of a 
building from within has been overlooked. 
There is no doubt, he states, that the dis- 
charge takes place sometimes from the 
earth to the cloud, instead of vice versa. 
The attraction between earth and cloud is 
mutual, Therefore, metal pipes in a house 
he argues, should be connected with the 
rod system to prevent such disasters as 
that which occurred at the Hotel de Ville.

HE TOOK CRAMP WHILE SWIMMING 


Efforts of One of His Companionsto Save 
Him—Dragging the Lake to Re.

A summer night’s bath in the blue lake at 
Ponce de Leon culminated in a tragedy last 

ght. 

a L. Smith, a bright youth, of nineteen, 
who was in the employ of R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s mercantile agency, was the unfor- 
tunate victim. 

Young Smith boarded at 73 East Mitchell 
street, and had a number of congenial young 
fellows as fellow boarders. He was quite 
popular among them, and he frequently went 
out with them on pleasure excursions. 

Last night he went out to Ponce de Leon 
in company with Eugene Fell, J. W. Thomp- 
son, Lamar Pound and James Wilkins and 
two or three young ladies. They spent an 
extremely pleasant evening on the lake 
and in the quiet walks about the spring. 

About 10 o’clock four of the young men 
donned bathing suits and went in for a 


swim. 

All were regarded as expert swimmers 
and it seems they were from the manner 
in which they swam about for about fifteen 
minutes. At the end of that time they 
started toward the bathhouse. 

Smith and Thompson were behind and the 
water in which they were swimming was 
about ten feet deep. It was almost in the 
middle of the lake. Smith was a little to 
the rear, but he was moving along like a 
veteran. 

Suddenly he began floundering and scream- 
ing. He was splashing wildly about with 
hands and feet, screaming all the while. 
His companions quickly divined what had 
happened, and, Thompson, who was hearest, 
swam to him. 

He caught hold of the collar of Smith's 
bathing suit, and, although nearly exhaust- 
ed from rapid swimming, strove to drag him 
to the shore. He made but poor progress, 
Smith becoming seemimgly as heavy as lead, 
as Thompson endeavored to swim with one 
hand and carry the drowning young man 
with the other. All the time Smith was 
swallowing water and strangling. 

The task of-bringing Smith ashore was 
too much for Thompson, and the two sank 
together, the latter trying hard to pull up 
his companion. 

“As 1 came up I felt his feet kicking 
against mine,’’ said Thompson; “he was 
making a desperate struggle to get up.’’ 
‘The young men hastily got out and get- 
ting in boats began dragging the lake for 
the body of Smith. Two of them came 
into the city and reported the drowning at 
police headquarters, Captain Thompson car- 
ried out a half dozen men to assist in drag- 
ging the lake. AS many as a hundred 
joined in the search. It was a gruesome 
sight. The dark lake dotted here and there 
with lanterns, the silence only broken by 
the noise of the oars and subdued conver- 
sation. 

At 12 o’clock the men were still at work 
dragging the lake.

O'Neal, Disappeared. 


HER HUSBAND FINDS THE MAN 


Who Has Been Getting Her Mail at the 
Atlanta Postoffice, and Hands Him 
Over to an Officer. 


Quite the breeziest chapter that has de- 
veloped in the course of Mr. A. O’Neal’s 
Search for his wife developed yesterday. 

The story was taken up after an inter- 
mission of two weeks, but the later hap- 
penings are characterized by fully as much 
warmth and action as marked the initial 
passages. The first part of fhe story has 
already been given to the readers of The 
Constitution. 

About three weeks ago Mr. A. O’ Neal, 
a highly respected and well-to-do citizen of 
Portsmouth, Va., reached Atlanta in search 
of his wife, who he believed had left her 
home and come to Atlanta in the company 


of a swell young Boston dentist named 
Joseph. 


As a matter of fact Mr. O’Neal had well 
nigh positive information that his wife 
had come to Atlanta, and he came here 
with determination written on his face. He 
was going to find her. For a few days he 
pursued his séarch-on his own individual 
responsibility, watching the trains, the 
hotels and the boarding houses. Finally, 
ni laid the case before the city detectives. 
acy found nothing, and all the while Mr, 
“Neal kept up his search. He stayed 
around the union depot so much that he 
became an object of: suspicion to the 
nero who did not know him. One night 

e was carried to police headquarters by 
one of these officers, but the instant Cap- 
tain W right saw him he ordered his re- 
lease, Saying that he knew of Mr. O’Neal’s 
high standing at home. The following day 
he Was supposed to have left the city for 
Boston to push his quest there. 

Nothing was seen of him until yesterday 
afternoon. About 3 o'clock yesterday af- 
werneee Mr. O'Neal could have been seen 
Standing in the rotunda of the postoffice, 
near the general delivery window. Present- 
ly a smart-looking, heavy-set gentleman, 
about thirty, stepped up to the window 
and presented a written order for some 
mail. As he turned away Mr. O’Neal tap- 
ped him on the shoulder and spoke some- 
thing into his ear. The gentleman started 
back in amazement and denied what Mr. 
O’ Neal had said. 

The gentleman was the one for whom 
Mr. O’Neal had been looking for several 
days. He had learned through the most 
persistent inquiry that his wife had been 
recelving her mail at the Atlanta post- 
office and that a gentleman had been in 
the habit of calling for it with a written 
order from Mrs. O'Neal. 

Mr. O'Neal demanded of the man that he 
tell where Mrs. O’Neal was, and the man 
refused. The two gentlemen had a lively 
little colloquy for a few moments, but 
could reach no understanding. 

“it you won't do what I ask, I'll hand 
you over to the police,’’ said he. The other 
man refused and Mr. O'Neal called Officer 
Burke, who was near by. 

The man with the mail order was clearly 
badly disconcerted at the unexpected turn 
aifairs had taken and when he reached the 
police station he was very nervous. Mr. 
O’Neal stated the case to Captain Thomp- 
Son and Acting Captain Slaughter, and 
the two officers questioned the man thor- 
oughly. 

At first he obstinately refused to tell 
anything unless he was shown a law that 
would compel him to do so, but little by 
little he let out what he knew. He said 
that three or four weeks ago Mrs. O’Neal 
and the Bostonian stopped at his board- 
ing house,¢on Church street, under the 
name of Darnell. The Boston man was ab- 
sent two weeks of the time. They left At- 
lanta day before yesterday and he was 
procuring Mrs. O’Neal’s mail for her, He 
told his story bit by bit and it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that he told 
anything. He gave Mr. O’Neal what he 
claimed to be the present address of Mrs. 
O’Neal. Mr. O’Neal is trying to satisfy 
himself as to the reliability of the informa- 
tion given him before taking any decisive 
step. 

The man with the mail order was not 
placed under arrest, but left police 
headquarters with Mr. O’Neal. He is a 
government employe. 

A Letter from Mrs. O’Neal. 

The Constitution on yesterday received 
a letter from Mrs. O’Neal in which she 
pays her respects to her husband. The 
letter ig as follows: 

Editor Constitution—Mrs. A. O’Neal re- 
quests The Constitution to publish the fol- 
lowing in her defense: 

‘I would like to state that I am in the 
city of Atlanta at work. I am alone and 
have been alone since my arrival here on 
May 10th. I can give the best of proof 
concerning the truth of my statement, 

“On entering the city I took an assumed 
name to keep him from coming in my pres- 
ence. Therefore I did not reply to The Con- 
stitution when I first read the report, for 
I knew it did not reflect on me here, as no 
one suspected I was Mrs. A. O'Neal, but 
when The Norfolk Ledger copied the scan- 
dal and circulated it among my ‘friends, I 
felt it time for me to correct the report, 
I left my husband on account of his being 
a habitual drunkard. He commenced it in 
four weeks after our marriage. 

“I was teaching when he married me. I 
never stopped. I always had to support 
myself, he being out of employmenft the 
greater part of the time. I did not mind 
working to keep up appearances, but in 
November Mr. B. F. Howell, No. 600 High 
street, Portsmouth, Va., discharged him for 
drinking. At that time he had $300 I had 
saved. He spent every cent of it by 
March. It took my salary to keep up ex- 
penses. He did not try to get work. Then 
he commenced demanding my hard earned 
money to buy liquor. I gave it to him as 
long as I had it, but when my school closed, 
on the 25th of April, I knew I would be 
obliged to leave Portsmouth and him for 
I could not get employment there. 

“IT told him F was going, and my_ trunk 
was packed ten days before my depart- 
ure. His was packed also. 

“He saw my organ go out of the house. 
He knew I had sold it to pay my ex- 
penses. I left him my horse and phaeton 
to dispose of, for I did not want to leave 
him without a cent. He sold it to Mr. Codd, 
of Portsmouth, for $100, which enabled him 
to come here and try to ruin my name. 

“T have always hidden his meanness be- 
cause I was too proud to tell it even to my 
father. I stood him as long as I could. 
He never came home until 1 o’clock a, m. 
and then would come falling into the house, 
cursing and doing everything he could to 
frighten me. I would get him in the room 
and shut the door, so the lady up stairs 
could not hear him. No one knew of his 
behavior until about two weeks before I 
left, when he threatened to kill himself, 
and had his hand on the trigger of his 
pistol, but was pointing it directly at me. 
T had to call for assistance and that made 
the secret of my life public, so I told all 
my friends and left quietly. The reason 
he is angry with Dr. Joseph is because he 
paid his room rent to me instead of giving 
it to him to spend in whisky. 

“tT rented a house and rented out my 
rooms to help pay my rent, and I was 
compelled to collect my rent myself. He 
eollected one month’s rent and spent it. 
While I was teaching I gave him money 
to pay a bill and he put the money in his 
pocket and I had it to pay after all. So 
I was forced to leave such a character. 

“TIe told me, in the presence of two per- 
sons, that he intended to hrand my name 
if ever I left him, even if he had to re- 
sort to’ falsehood.- I told him I could 
take another name; that ‘a rose by any 
other name would smell just as sweet. 

“When you publish this send it to The 
Norfolk Ledger and to every other paper 
that copied the scandal. If vou doubt what 
I have said of him, I refer vou to the 
chief of police of Portsmouth, Va.; to Mr. 
Eddie Anderton, ‘the high constable of 
Portsmouth, the gentleman of whom I 
rented my house; to Mr. J. Wy Butler, the 
chief magistrate of Norfolk countv, who 
was school trustee of the county for over 
ten vears, and who gave me the school I 
taught for four years. They can also give 
reverences concerning my character and 
ability.’ I am still in Atlanta and expect 
to make it my home, for I never intend 
to return to Mr. A. O'Neal under any con- 
ditions whatever, and if he comes to this

Blamed for Monday's Accidents. 


ONE 18 HELD CRIMINALLY LIABLE 


Its Board of Directors Censured for Hav- 
ing No Conductor on the Car That 
Killed Ralph Arnold. 


Two coroner’s juries furnished Atlanta's 


| two street railroads food for reflection in 


their findings concerning the two fatalities 
growing out of the catastrophes of Monday. 

For kilung little Ralph Arnold, the At- 
lanta Consolidated street railroad was al- 
luded to as “criminally liable,” and the 
president and board of directors censured, 
and the Traction line horror was charged 
up to the “defective schedules’ of tig@t 
company. 

In the first instance, Motorman Ivy was 
exonerated. 

Altogether, it was a bad day for the 
street railroads. 

The two inquests occupied the entire day. 
The inquest over the little Arnold boy 
covered the morning hours, and the in- 
quest over the remains of Motorman Heath 
lasted from 1 to 5:15 o'clock in the after- 
noon. This last was very interesting be- 
cause of the effort to fasten the blame 
where it belongs. The issue was between 
Superintendent Williamson and Conductor 
Hardage as to whether the former had 
given certain meeting orders to the latter. 

Charles L. White, motorman on the out- 
going car, was the first witness. He testi- 
fied that he left the city at 8:5l o’clock 
a. m. and met cars all right, and left 
Kirkwood switch expecting to meet Heath 
and Hardage at the spur switch just 400 
yards east of where the fatal meeting took 
place. These were his orders. When he 
saw Heath’s car coming he put on the 
brakes and reversed the car. His orders 
to meet Heath at the spur gs oe — 

uperintendent E. L. William , 
na be en sufficient time to get to the 
spur on schedule. 

Conductor E. L. Logan testified to practi- 
cally the same facts as White, he pint 
in charge of car ..0. 1. His car was £0 ng 
at the rate of about ten miles an hour 
when the two cars crashed together. 

Otis M. Hardage, who was the conductor 
on the fatal incoming car, testified that 
he had been with the road two years. 
When he left Atlanta, at 8:33 o’clock 4. m., 
Superintendent Williamson rode on his car 
as far as Courtland street and gave hirn 
orders to go to the corner of Piedmont 
avenue and Ellis street and get a load of 
negro excursionists. He got twenty-five 
negro baseballists and went to Decatur, 
arriving there at 9:15 o clock. He left ten 
minutes later, expecting to come to Kirk- 
patrick’s and meet a regular car. Before 
reaching Kirkpatrick’s the cCoOmsSiOn OC- 
eT ae not know that No. 1 was going 
to Decatur,” said he, “I had received no 
orders in regard to it. When I saw car 
No. 1, it was about thirty yards from me. 
We were running about ten miles an hour. 
The brakes were not good. Mr. Heath 
said, in the presence of myself, Mr. W hite, 
Mr. Logan and Mr. John McWhorter, at 
tue power house before we started out: 

“*You put me on an old freight car with 
no brakes. and it is dangerous.’ The acci- 
dent would have occurred with the best 
of brakes, but the collision would not have 
been so severe. If I had received orders 
from Mr. Williamson in regard to car 
No. 1 I would have waited at the spur 

ritch for it to pass.” 

“Superintendent Williamson testified that 
he had charge of the schedule of the com- 
pany. There is a printed schedule by which 
the movements of regular cars are govern- 
ed, and when an extra is put on the con- 
ductor is given special instructions. He 
told about issuing instructions to crews of 
both of the collided cars to meet at the 
spur. 

rhe jury, of which Dr. C. R. Giles was 
foreman, returned a verdict, after being 
out twenty minutes, finding that Motorman 
Heath came to his death from the ‘‘collision 
of two electric cars, occurring as the re- 
sult of a defective schedule.” 

The Arnold Inquest. 


There was no conflict of testimony as to 
how little Ralph Arnold met his fate. Dr. 

. P. Brantley and wife, Miss Maggie 
Smith, Mrs. M. J. Plunkett and one or two 
others, eye witnesses of the horror, told 
about the killing. All agreed that Motor- 
man Ivy was looking back at the passen- 
gers when the child was run over. Motor- 
man Ivy’s testimony corresponded with that 
of the other witnesses. 

The following verdict was found: 

“Said child was killed by being run: over 
by car No. 36. We exonerate the motor- 
man, aS he was running without a con- 
ductor, and by instructions from the com- 
pany had to look back just before reaching 
each crossing to see if any passenger want- 
ed to get off. This compelled him to do 
the work of two men, and it was while 
the motorman was doing the work a con- 
ductor should have done that the child was 
killed. 

“We further find from the evidence be- 
fore us that the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company should be he'd 
criminally liable for the death of said 
child. and we censure the president and 
board of directors for running cars without 
conductors.”’ 

Coroner Paden is not decided what 
course he will pursue. He says the verdict 
doubtless means that the road officials are 
Hable te prosecution, but he was given no 
specific instructions in that direction. 


Card from President Hart. 

Editor Constitution—On yesterday after- 
noon a sad and unavoidable accident oc- 
curred on the lines of the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company, on South 
Pryor street, resulting in the death of a 
little boy, about three years old. 

I see published in The Atlanta Journal, of 
th's afternoon, what purports to be the find- 
ing of the coroner’s jury, in which the 
motorman in charge of the car was ex- 
onerated, “as he was running without a 
conductor,” and for the same reason severe 
censure is passed upon the railway com- 
pany. 

Withcut undertaking to criticise the coro- 
ner’s jury in finding such a verdict without 
a full hearing from the railway company, I 
deem it proper to make a brief statement 
in regard to this and other similar accidents 
which have occurred in the past. 

The cars of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company are running 
throughout the city in almost every direc- 
tion, and make a daily distance of about 
4,300 miles, which is about once and a half 
across the continent, from New York to 
San Francisco, this travel, within a month’s 
time, aggregating 130,000 miles, or more than 
five times around the world. We are carrying 
daily now about 20,000 passéngers, this, 
within one month’s time, aggregating about 
600,000. The distance of one haul is, in 
many cases, over five miles, and the charge 
for this haul is only 5 cents. Without a 
practical demonstration such an amount of 
accommodation at this rate would not be 
deemed possible, and yet it is being done, 
though at a great risk to the investments 
in the road. In the absence of street rail- 
ways the expense to the public in making 
this distance of travel would be at least 
five times what it is now, resulting in a 
cost to passengers of over $1,000,000 per an- 
num more than is now being paid to the 
street railway company. From statistics 
accidents would be fully ten times what 
they are now, due to the more unreliable 
transportation by horse power and recklesg 
driving. It is hardly possible, indeed it ts 
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not possible, to transport so many people 
throughout the city daily and avoid acci- 
dents altogether. 

The running of cars without conductors 
by the Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company is undertaken chiefly at the ends 
of long lines through sparsely settled sub- 
urban routes, and was resorted to as one 
of the methods of economy wh'‘ch has re- 
sulted in saving the company from wreck 
and ruin. It is the means of furnishing 
street railway transportation which would 
most likely not have been provided except 
through this and other méthods of economy. 

It is a question easily decided whether it 
is best for the company to economize in 
operation or to discontinue many of its 
cars. 

Now what has been the experience in re- 
gard to the operation of cars without ‘con- 
ductors? We find in Louisville, Ky., (as 
well as several others, [I could mention) 
a city of more than double the population 
of Atlanta, that the receipts of the street 
railway lines are more than four times the 
receipts of the lines of the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, and 
that, so far as we know, there is not a car 
in Louisville operated by conductors, but, 
on the contrary, from several visits to the 
lines and from riding over them in many 
directions, that all of the cars in Louisville 
are operated without conductors. It is 
claimed by the management there that one 
man being responsible there are fewer ac-

cidents, and that the expense of collecting 
fares is very much reduced, while the re- 
ceipts are fully as good as when conduc- 
tors were used. In Atlanta we have been 
operating, as at present, over portions of 
the Lines without conductors, about one 
year, and during this time the percentage 
of accidents occurring on these cars with- 
out conductors is far less than on cars 
where conductors are in charge. 

During the past four years the lines with 
which 1 have been connected in the city 
have hauled over 24,000,000 people, have had 
ace:dents resulting in the death of six chil- 
dren, and on five of the cars causing the 
accidents there were conductors, this car 
yesterday being the first one meeting with 
such an accident without a conductor. In 
four cases all of the proof was to the effect 
that these small children were wandering 
around on the streets at will; that they 
were on the sidewalks when the car was 
approaching and suddenly darted across the 
fracks, rendering an accident unavoidable. 
The accident of yesterday seems to have 
been one of this kind, uniess the motorman 
in charge of the car can be shown to have 
been criminally negligent of the rules of 
the company, which require of him to keep 
a close watch in front and to look back only 
momentarily, if ever, for any reason, first 
seeing that his way is clear in front.

Liverpool Surprised the Trade Yesterday, 
and Prices Advanced 9 Points, 


CONDITIONS, THOUGH, REMAIN THE SAME 


Jn Stocks Sugar Scored a Sharp Advance, 
the Balance of the List Being Lower, 
Wheat Closed Higber. 


NEW YORK, June 5.—Yesterday’s activity 
fn the railway list and the prominent part 
taken by London in bringing about this re- 
sult, Ied commission houses to expect an 
increased business in this class of stocks, 
especially as congress seems disposed to 
deal more leniently with railroads. The 
opening of the market, however, quickly put 
an end to the idea that the deal in the 
Industrials was over, and that their place 
in current speculation had been usurped 
by the so-called standard stocks. Sugar, 
which closed at 103%, started off l% per 
cent higher. This was the key-note of the 
day. The Industrials jumped to the front, 
while the railroad issues gave way to oc- 
cupy a subordinate position throughout. 

Sugar, after the opening, sold up to 10548, 
receded to 104%, rose to 1065, fell to 104%, 
advanced to 1067, and closed at 106%, a net 
gain of 8% per cent for the day. Chicago 
Gas, which was next in point of activity, 
figured for 25,700 shares. The day ended 
without bringing forth any new reason for 
the advance in Sugar. It has been contend- 
ed ever since the stock has sold in the 
neighborhood of 90 that the sugar refining in- 
erest would be accorded ample protection 
by the senate. Today a belated short in- 
terest finally came to this conclusion, and 
the covering for their account was the 
boardroom reason assigned for the great 
strength of the certificates. Chicago Gas 
showed fresh signs of liquidation and sold 
down to 74 at one time, closing at 74%. 
New York Central was weaker than the 
other trunk lines, but the dealings in the 
sock were light. The market left off strong 
for Sugar and about steady for the general 
list. Net changes for Sugar showed declines 
of %4@% per cent.

NEW YORK, June 5.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Liver- 
pool surprised the American markets to- 
day by the strength which it displayed in 
advancing 3-l6d under the demand from the 
Lancashire spinners, which increased the 
sales in Liverpool to some 12,000 bales. In 
response to this report from abroad, the 
markets here have advanced some 10 points 
from yesterday’s closing prices without en- 
countering any larg» amount of cotton for 
sale.

This demand is probably based upon the 
weekly decrease in the visible supply and 
tne feeling that, while crop prospects may 
be good, that at 4d it is but simple busi- 
ness judgment to acquire a sufficient sup- 
piy of cotton to enable them to pass through 
the surmmer season when scares about the 
crop are in order. A portion of the advance 
was lost during the afternoon on realizing 
sales, but the close was steady at 8 to 9 
points above last evening’s.

It Will Be the Annual Gathering of the 
Association—New Officers Are to 
Be Blected. 


The Southeastern Tarif€ Association 
meets in Washington city today. 

Major Livingston Mims, who holds the 
office of presicent, left the city yesterday 
morning for @™® national capital to pre- 
gice over this annual meeting. 

lie will no doubt be his own successor, 
as the name of Major Mims is synony- 
mous with the growth of the insurance 
business in the south and no individual 
has taken a greater pride in his life’s work. 
It may be said of Atlanta, as a field of 
insurance, that no city in the country 
betier represented. The insurance men 
this city are among the leading men 
the country. 

-Major Mints has made a close study 
insurance, especially in its application 
this section of the country, and his ability 
es a thorough insurance man is attested 
by the responsible office which he occupies 
in the association. 

‘For the office of secretary, which has 
been filled during the past year with such 
ability and credit by Mr. 8S. Y. Tupper, 
there will be a lively race in all probabili- 
ty. as Mr. Tupper will not be a candidate 
for re-election. The plum, it is thought, 
will be captured by Mr. Charles Fleming, 
who is orie of the leading insurance men 
of this section of the country. 

An Important Session. 

The present session of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association will ve one of the most 
important in its history. 

It will be in the nature of a thorough 
review of the year’s work, and such ques- 
tions will be discussed, »n connection with 
this review, as will have a tendency to 
eorrect the errors whfch have been com- 
mitted as well as the evils generally from 
which the association has suffered. 

Major Mims will submit his annual re- 
port to the association and this will sug- 
gest, in a large measure, the scope of the 
association’s work. Like all of the official 
documents of Major Mims, his report will 
no doubt be a thorough, concise and @om- 
prehensive summary of the year’s work. 

A source of complaint from which the 
insurance men of the country have suf- 
fered severely, and especially during the 
past year, is the heavy losses entailed by 
incendiarism and dishonesty. 

An effort will be made to thwart this 
tendency by prescribing a limitation of in- 
surance that will make every man insured 
feel interested in preserving his property 
by taking a part of the risk, and, in the 
event of loss, to bear his share in the total 
loss sustained. 

The general work of the association, as 
declared in the purpose for which it was 
organized, is to arrange the tariff of in- 
surance in such a way as to have a com- 
plete scale which shall be uniform through- 
out the southeastern territory. It is im- 
possible to give the. same rate of insur- 
ance to those towns in which the water 
‘facilities are imperfect as to those in 
which a thorough system is in operation. 
The rate of insurance has to be graded 


‘ according to the risk assumed by the com- 


pany. Different rates of insurance are 
given to different buildings also, accord- 
ing to their classification. Hence the im- 


‘portance of holding these annual meetings 
_ to revise and adjust the scale of rates will 
. be observed. 


The losses sustaincd by the insurance 
the United States for the 


Gishonesty of parties insured. A strong 
effort will be made by the association. to 
impress the need of a more stringent policy 
in this respect. 

The. association will likely be in session 
for two or three days.

WITH A KRY OF BONE 


Robert Phillips’s Strange Escape from 
the State Asylum, 


FOUND ON THE STREETS OF ATLANTA 


He Escaped from the Asylum After Four 
Years and Drifted to Atlanta. 
Other Police News. 


—- 


A nervous, dreamy-looking young white 
man, picked up on the streets by the At- 
lanta police, has a strange story to tell of 
his escape from the state asylum at Mil- 
ledgeville, after four long years of confine- 
ment. 3 

Patrolman Sheridan found the young man 
on West Peters streets roving aimlessly 
about, early yesterday morning. 

The young man’s manner was suggestive 
of mental unevenness-and his replies to the 
questions put to him by the officer left no 
doubt on that score. Sheridan sent him to 
police headquarters, but the young man 
would tell nothing about himself. 

Yesterday afternoon. he grew loquacious 
and told as much ef his past history as he 
knew. He said his name was Robert Phil- 
lips and that he was sent to the state 
asylum about four years ago—it might have 
been longer, he said. 

“‘A whoile passel of fellows sent me,” he 
said, “but there wasn’t nothing the matter 
with me. The worst thing I ever did was 
to shoot a nigger,” 

He described his long confinement and 
how he pined for liberty. As he told about 
his experience his expressionless eyes be- 
came animated and showed a warmth of 
feeling that was surprising in a man in 
his mental condition. He tried every de- 
vice and watched for every opportunity to 
get out. He found it a most difficult under- 
taking, but desperation invents many 
things. 

‘TIT tried to make a key to fit the lock,” 
said he, “‘but I always failed. At last l 
made a key out of a bone and I worked 
on it so hard and carefully that it was 
obliged to fit when I got it done. The other 
night, when everybody was asleep, I used 
it. I opened the door and slipped out. I 
was awful ’fraid they would catch me and 
you can bet that 1 got away from there 
fast.’’ 

Slowly he drifted to Atlanta. On the way 
he hired himself out to farmers several 
times, but they always discovered him and 
lost no time in sending him on. He is about 
twenty-four years old, apparently, and is 
not violent. He declares that he is per- 
fectly sane. 

Chief Connolly will wire to Superintend- 
ent Powell at Milledgeville, and Philips will 
be sent back to the asylum. 

This May Be a Murder. 

Mattie Beasley, a mulatto negress, is 
being held at police headquarters awaiting 
the death or recovery of George Harris, 
whom she stabbled in a half dozen places 
yesterday morning. 

Harris will probably die. One of the 
wounds in his side is very deep and the 
physicians attending upon him found it im- 
possible to stop the flow of blood. 

The row occurred at Harris’s residence, 
corner of Piedmont avenue and Ellis street. 
Another negro man seems to have been 
concerned in it, but he escaped. He and 
the negro woman, Martha Beasley, used 
clubs and razors on Harris until they 
thought he was dead. 

Judge Calhoun refused to make any dis- 
position of Martha Beasley until there is 
some change in Harris’s condition. It was 
reported that he was likely to die. 


For Reckless Running. 

There was another street railroad acci- 
dent yesterday, of a nature less serious 
than those of the day before, and it will 
be isay ener in police court. 

Early terday morning, while coming 
into the ci, the car managed by Motor- 
man E. L. Maxwell ran into and demolished 
a buggy in which Mr. James Tidwell and 
daughter, Miss Willie, were riding. Mr. Tid- 
well received painful injuries that will keep 
him in bed for some time; his daughter 
Was comparatively unhurt. 

The accident occurred on the Walker 
street line at the corner of Haynes and 
Walker streets. Mr. Tilwell and his daugh- 
ter had just turned into Walker street from 
Haynes. Motorman Maxwell says he rang 
his gong, as he always does at crossings, 
and did not see Mr. Tidwell until it was 
too late to stop. 

A case was made against Motorman Max- 
well for reckless running by Patrolman 
Hudson and it will be tried today.

Thirty-Eight Cents the Cut Rate from 
Louisviile to ‘Atlanta. 


WESTERN ROADS WILL FALL IN MONDAY 


Their Cheap Rates to Meet Eastern Reduo- 
tions to Take Effect That Day. 
Other Railroad News. 


-_ 2? 


The only thing evolving out of the rate 
war yesterday was the authoritative an- 
nouncement that the cheap rates from the 
west to the south will take effect next 
Monday, June Ith. 

The Constitution has already mentioned 
the action of the meeting of western rail- 
road men declaring that rates from the 
west would be reduced to meet the cuts 
established by the lines from the east. The 
meeting was held in Atlanta several weeks 
ago, but no definite scale of rates could 
be rushed out on a moment’s notice. 

Since the meeting was held here the 
rate fixers have got in their work and the 
schedule is about ready for operation. 

It is understood that the cut on freights 
from the west will be exactly the same— 
that is to say, on the same basis of reduc- 
tion as the rates from the east. 

The freights to be affected will, of 
course, be only such classes aS were made 
subject to the cut by eastern lines, which 
are the classes known by numbers from 
1 to 6. The lettered classes, beginning with 
A, will not be affected by the rate war 
at all unless the slashing begins to take 
@ more general shape. 

The rate on first-class 
Touisville to Atjanta, it is thought, will 
be 38 cents per hundred, ranging among 
the other classes down to 16 cents on sixth- 
class freights. 

The full schedule hag not yet been for- 
mally announced and will probably be 
trimmed « little before given to the pub- 
lic, but it is said to be correct With refer- 
ence to the general range of from 38 cents 
to 16 cents per hundred pounds from Louis- 
ville. 

The classes subject to the cut are the 
higher classes of freights, such as general 
merchandise, dry goods, etc. The classes 
that will not be affected by the cut will 
be such as grain and grain products, 
meat, etc. 

The merchants of southern cities are 
getting the full benefit of these reductions, 
while it is said the railroads are not very 
anxious to haul freights these days at 
all. The fact is, there is no profit to the 
roads at such figures and it is suicidal 
for them to hold to the war at this season 
of the year. There is not sufficient business 
in the countsyto warrant any such policy 
and the roads all know it. The longer the 
summer days grow the more mysterious ap- 
pear the antics of the rate cutters from 
a purely railroad point of view. 

“If there must be war, let it be to the 
hilt,’ said a well-known railroader yester- 
Gay. “There is no way of stopping it but 
by cutting to the quick at once, and I, for 
one, am in favor of running rates to the 
lowest possible notch.’’

THE INTEREST COUPONS TO BE PAID 


Under the Charge ofths State the Road 
Has More Than Paid Expenses—N otes 
and News of the Capitol. 


Governor Northen left yesterday after- 
noon for Macon, where he goes to attend 
the commencement of Mercer university. 
Before he went he transacted a good deal 
of business of interest and importance, 

One of the most interesting orders which 
has been passed in the executive depart- 
ment in a long time is that providing for 
the payment of the interest on the North- 
eastern railroad bonds. The governor 
signed that order before he left for Macon, 
and if he did so with a great deal of sat- 
isfaction it is but natural that he should 
feel so. 

The fact that the Northeastern in the 
hands of the state should be able to meet 
these obligations certainly reflects great 
credit upon the governor and his agent, 
Mr. R. K. Reaves. 

The governor cites in his order that he 
is informed by R. K. Reaves, the state's 
agent, that the earnings of the railroad 
property have amounted to $9,100, which ha 
says is sufficient to pay the coupons due in 
November, 1893. He, therefore, orders that 
an advertisement be inserted in a $news- 
paper in Athens, one in Atlanta and one in 
New York setting forth that the coupons 
will be paid on presentation to the Bank 
of the University at Athens, and he orders 
that bank to pay the coupons when they 
shall be presented. 

Rewards Offered. 

Governor Northen yesterday offered a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest, with proof to 
convict, of the person or persons who at- 
tempted to blow up the homes of W, C. 
Wall and J. H. Eakes, here in Atlanta, on 
the 3lst of May. This sum, in addition to 
the $1,000 already offered, ought to inspire 
somebody to unravel that mystery.

BARING ON PARALYSIS OF THE

The Terrible Experience of a Jersey 
City Boller Inspector, Stricken Down 
and Pronounced Incurable by the 
Most Kminent Specialists—Yet He Re- 
covered.

On an indictment for using opprobrious 
words tending to cause a breach of the 
peace, it is no defence that the accused 
had been told by his wife, or by her and 
another person, that the individual tio 
whom the opprobrious words were address- 
ead had insulted her or used insulting lan- 
guage in speaking to her, there being no 
evidence other than these declarations that 
any insult had in fact been given or any 
insulting language used to the wife.

Sumter superior court. 

1. A juror who, itn answer to the statu- 
tory questions prescribed for testing his 
competency, after receiving from the pre- 
siding judge a correct definition of the 


word “bias” and the phrase “perfectly im- 


partial,” testifies that he is perfectly im- « 


artial between the state and the accused, 
s without any disqualifying prejudice if ne 
has neither seen the crime committed nor 
heard any part of the evidence delivered 
upon oath, and if he has no fixed opinion, 
no opinion touching the guilt or tnnocence 
of the accused, which will not readily yield 
to evidence, although he may entertain an 
unfixed or floating opinion gupon the sub- 
Jeet, founded on rumor, hedrsay or news- 
paper reports, and may havé expressed the 
same. In the true legal sense he has no 
prejudice, and if he 
properly answer in the negative the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Have you any bias or prejudice rest- 
ing upon your mind for or against the ac- 
cused ?’’ 

2. As to the three jurors whose alleged 
incompetency was discovered after verdict. 
the finding of the trial judge in favor of 
their competency on the affidavits submit- 
ted to him pro and con, was sufficiently 
supported by the evidence to render his 
finding on the question of fact involved 
conclusive upon a reviewing coust. This 
is true whether the affidavit as to the good 
character of one of the movant’s witnesses 
be considered or not. Inasmuch as the 
general character of the witness was not 
attacked, the judge was not legally bound 
to receive evidence in support of it. 

3. Counsel for the accused having in- 
voked the rule for excluding witnesses 
from the courtroom and then sought to ob- 
tain an exception in favor of a son of 
the accused on the ground that he was not 
only a material witness but a necessary 
assistant in conducting the defense, by 
reason of his having taken a leading. part 
in its preparation, it was descretionary 
with the court either to allow or to is- 
allow the exception, and having disallewed 
it, and thereupon the counsel having with- 
drawn the son as a witness for the sake 
of having his services in court during the 
trial, and it not appearing what fact or 
facts he could or would have testified to as 
a witness. no such abuse of discretion as 
will justify the supreme court in -lirecting 
a new trial has been made out. 

4. There was no error, upon any of the 

ounds of objection presented, in allow- 
ng the clerk of the court to testify trat 
the deceased was a witness in a case pre- 
viously tried in the same court and restified 
wnerein. 

5. Even Sf the court erred in excluding 
evidence of uncommunicated threats which 
the accused sought to prove by one of the 
state’s witnesses on cross-examination, the 
error was sufficiently neutralized by al- 
lowing the accused afterwards to recall 
the witness, not as his own, but as the 
state’s witness, and examine him fuily 
touching such threats. 

6. The charge of the court to the jury> 
read all together so as to arrive at its 
true sense and spirit, was full, fair, im- 
partial and correct. There was no gsub- 
stantial error in the same upon any of the 
topics embraced in the motion for a new 
trial, these topics being: impeached wit- 
nesses, res gestae, considering evidence 
and prisoner's statement together, malice, 
presumption of malice, common intent of 
assailants in joint assault, manslaughter, 
justifiable homicide, felony and felonious 
assault, self-defense by first § assailant, 
self-defense by slayer generally, defense of 
son, and duty of the jury to free them- 
selves from external influences in deliberat- 
ing on the case. 

7. Although there was much evidence 
tending to support the theory of the ac- 
cused that he committed the homicide in 
defense of his son, yet as there was abun- 
dant and very powerful evidence to the 
contrary, and the jury being the accredited 
agents of the law for the determination of 
such questions and they having found that 
the homicide was murder, and the trial 
judge having approved their finding, this 
court can discover no legal cause for re- 
versing the judgment denying a new trial.

1. The state having proved that the ac- 
cused killed his wife by shooting her, dis- 
appeared for a few minutes and then re- 
turned, made manifestations of grief and 
said that he shot her by accident and 
would not have done so for the world, 
it Was competent for him to prove that he 
acted consistently with this theory by 
oing in search of an ofticer, overtaking 

im and surrendering himself, Saying at 
the time of the surrender, and :s explana- 
tory thereof, that he had killed his wife 
by accident, the interval between the kill- 
ing and the surrender not exceeding 
twenty or thirty minutes according to the 
indications ot the evidence, though the 
precise time did not definitely appear. His 
mere declaration, made subsequently to 
his arrest, to the effect that the killing 
was accidental and that he desired to re- 
turn to see the body of his wife, was in- 
admissible; nor was the Statement of the 
officer to other officers, on turning over the 
prisoner to them, admissible evidence, such 
Statement consisting of a repetition of 
what the accused had said on surrendering 
himself, 

2. lt is not matter of right for the ac- 
cused to make a second statement to the 
court and jury because the state has in- 
troduced additional evidence which 
strengthens the case againsj him. 

3. There was no error in the charge of 
the court complained of; nor was,the mere 
failure to charge, without request so to do, 
any cause for a new trial.

1. A declaration by the accused, in sub- 
stance, that he was casually present when 
he homicide was committed, but that he 
took no part in it and did not know that 
it was eontemplated until after it oc- 
curred, is not a confession; and to sub- 
mit to the jury the question whether it was 
ac nfession or not, was error for which 
a rew trial should have been granted. The 
law of confessions was not applicable to 
the facts. 

2. In order to establish an alibi two 
things are necessary: First, that the state 
of facts relied upon be such that, if true, 
it was impossible for the accused to have 
been at the scene of the offense when it 
was committed; and secondly, that this 
state of facts should be proved to the 
reasonable satisfaction of the jury. It 
need not be proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt; much less is it requisite that the 
evidence should show that it was impos- 
sible for the alleged facts to be false or 
fabricated.

misdemeanor in that court upon a trans- 
ferred indictment, is not rendered inadmiss- 
ible in evidenee because there was a failure 
to enter the order of transmission on the 
minutes of that court, it affirmatively ap- 
pearing by the minutes of the superior 
court that such order was in fact duly 
passed, 

8 The evidence fully warranted the ver- 
dict, and there was no error in denying a 
new trial.

That Is the Way Officer Morrill Sizes 
Up Cotton Prospects. 


COLD NIGHTS AND CONTINUED DROUTHS 


Have Pisyed Sad Havoc with the Crops 
Throughout Georgia— Water Melons 
Getting Ready for Market. 


The report of the weather department 

for the past week shows no improvement 
in the condition or prospect of Georgia 
crops. 

The memorable 
weeks ago played = sad havoc 
cotton and corn, but it was thought 
warmer weather would follow and 
everything would take on new life. 
stead of simproving, however, each day 
the prospects have grown gloomier and 
this week Officer Morrill declares that; so 
far as he can ascertain, one-half of the 
cotton crop has been killed. His report for 
the week says: 

“The past week has shown only a partial 
return to normal conditions of temperature. 
There have been pretty, warm days, but the 
nights have been cold, so that the average 
has been from 3 to 5 degress below the 
Seasonal normul. The only exception is in 
the coast districts, where nearly ‘normal 
temperatures have prevailed. In rainfall 
the conditions h: ive been more unfavorable. 
Over a large portion of the state there has 
been no rain, the exception being in the 
northwest, where a few scattered showers 
have fallen 

“In the northwest counties of Georgta 
the weather for the past week was cold and 
unseasonable up to Saturday, June 2d. It 
is now warm and dry and us well as can 
vet be ascertined nearlv one-half of the 
cotton crop has been killed by the recent 
cold snap and the cool nights which fol- 
lowed. A great many fields have been 
plowed up and replanted to corn and peas 
and some few farmers have replanted cot- 
ton, but very little cotton seed is to be had. 
No perfect stands have been left anywhere, 
although some fields, protected by woods 
and hills, have almost a full stand left. 
Taken altogether, the situation, as far as 
cotton is concerned, is, indeed, a bad one. 
Corn is improving in color, but small for 
the season. Wheat is looking fine and will be 
a good crop. Oats look sorry, and, together 
with wheat, are being harvested. Potato 
slips are being set out. Gardens are badly 
in need as a good, warm, souking rain, as 
everything is drying up. 

“Unseasonably cold weather,accompanied 
by drought, has allowed but little improve- 
ment in the general condition of crops in 
the northern section during the past week. 
Cotton appears to be in worse condition than 
any other crop and continues to die, and 

many farmers are plowing up and replant- 
ing in corn. Early planted cotton is grow- 
ing nicely and gives promise of a fair yield. 
Wheat is not looking healthy and com- 
plaints are made of rust. Fall oats.are in 
average condition and in some localities the 
harvesting of both oats and wheat is in 
progress. From the lack of sufficient mois- 
ture the soil is becoming hard and baked, 
which is retarding the growth ot vegetables 
in truck gardens. There is very little fruit 
in the section and the small crop on the 
trees is rapidly dropping off: More rain is 
needed throughout the entire section. 
Georgia Needs Kain. 

“Crops in the northeastern counties have 
not made much progress during the past 
week. The cool nights and hot suns, which 
characterized the week's weather, have been 
injurious, especially to cottou and vegeta- 
bles. Rain is needed everywhere. Cotton has 
improved only where it has been protected 
by forest trees and on land of favorable 
exposure. In other sections, where it has 
been exposed to the high and dry winds, 
no improvement is perceptible and it contin- 
ues to die out every day. Corn, though 
small, is in fair condition; that on uplands 
is needing rain badly. Wheat is ready for 
harvesting; on many farms it is being cut 
and a fair crop is being gathered. In gen- 
eral the oat crop will be below the average. 
Sweet potato slips are beginning to look 
yellow. Reports received of the melon vines 
are poor. ‘here is a small crep of grapes, 
except the scuppernong. 

“Aithaugh the central counties have been 
in need of rain, there has been some i1m- 
provement in the condition of almost all 
crops during tne past week. Corn is looking 
healthy and growing rapidly—has a good 
stalk and color, and, with rain at an early 
date, the prospects are for an average 
yield. On bottom land corn cut-worms are 
doing some damage. Cotton still continues 
to die and 1s not in good condition in most 
localities; a few planters report a decided 
improvement. Oats are about all harvested 
and all correspondents agree that the yield 
is below the average, both in quantity and 
quality. Gardens are suffering for fain, 
the soil being baked and crusted by wind 
and sun. Sweet and Irish potatoes ure 
growing slowly, but promise a fine yield. 
Relative to melons few reports have been 
received, but indications are more promis- 
ing than a few weeks ugo. Blackberries 
are ripening rapidly. 

Preparing to Ship Melons. 

“The past week has been without rain in 
the southwestern section. The nights have 
been cool and the days warm and every- 
thing is in need of rain in that portion of 
the state, although no material damage 
has, as yet, been done by the drought. 
Farmers are generally very Well up with 
their work, and have their crops clear and 
in as good condition as could be expected. 
Oats hive nearly all been harvested, and 
the yield has turned out to be better than 
was expected. Corn and cotton are not look- 
ing good; cotton especially looks sick and 
yellow in a good many places. The stand 
is also very lousy in spots. Melons ure 
coming along very nicely, although a little 
late. It is expected that ‘the first-car load 
will go forward about the 15th or 20th of 
June. Potato slips are being set out and 
potatoes will be a little late. No fruit to 
amount to anything, except blackberries, 
whigh will be plentiful. 

“The drought which has prevailed over the 
southern portion of the state for the past 
five or six weeks remains unbroken. It is 
true a few scattered rains have fallen, but 
they were of very little benefit. Cotton 
is beginning to grow, but the stands are a 
little poor in places, owing to the cold 
snap and the ravages of the: cut-worms. 
Cotton in this section was not hurt so 
much by the cold as was at first suspected. 
Corn is being plowed the last time. The 
oat crop has aljl been harvested, and the 
yield was far better than was at first ex- 
pected. There will probably be considerable 
oat land planted in cotton. Sugar cane 
and rice are suffering for the want uf rain, 
although the stands are looking well. The 
melon vines are blooming in places and 
look promising. Vegetables are not so 
promising, owing to the lack of rain. Ap- 
ples are falling off the trees and there will 
be no fruit from this section of any con- 
sequence.”’
